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OLYMPIA AND BEYOND 


Wy VERY facet of public works and municipal services will be represented on 

the 669 trade stands occupied by nearly 400 manufacturing groups, indi- 
vidual companies and industrial associations. All available space in the three 
halls at Olympia has been taken and the comprehensive array to be presented 
promises to attract a record number of buyers from this country and from 
overseas. This is the report from the organisers of the 17th Public Works 


and Municipal Services Exhibition which opens at Olympia, London, on 
Monday. 


Despite space limitations the organisers have contrived once again to 
stage the “biggest ever” show and the many visitors expected will find much 
of interest as they plod their weary way around the three halls. Many of the 
items of equipment described in this issue and in our editorial columns over 
past months will be making their debut at the exhibition and will undoubtedly 
attract considerable attention; a few last minute surprise entrants can also 
be expected. All in all the exhibition will be well worth a visit. 


But the question in the minds of the exhibitors, as they give their newly 
painted machines a fond pat and place them in position, will be whether the 
visitors are likely to be in a buying mood. To attempt an answer one must 
look at the prospects for the construction industries during the coming year. 


The recently published White Paper Public Investment in Great Britain 
shows that estimated expenditure in the public sector for 1961-62 is £60m. 
higher than the expected actual expenditure of £1,670m. in the current year. 
The programmes include some £21m. more for electricity, £1lm. extra for 
roads and £10m. more for education and for hospitals. Main reductions are 
£27m. for the air corporations and £25m. for the British Transport Commission. 


As far as roads are concerned capital expenditure on motorways in 
England and Wales is to be increased from £23,700,000 to £35m. in 1961-62. 
On trunk roads it will be reduced from £23,500,000 to £20,600,000. Expendi- 
ture on classified roads will go up from £27m. to nearly £30m. for the relief 
of urban congestion. Planning for classified road schemes will be on the 
basis of a total of £150m. of Exchequer grants over the next five years. The 
aim is “substantially to complete” the five major road projects now in hand 
and to start the Yorkshire motorway within five or six years. 


Commenting on the White Paper, the Federation of Civil Engineering 
Contractors has welcomed the Government’s declared intention to avoid, as 
far as possible, interference with investment plans which have been approved. 
If in fact these plans are not interfered with, contractors can expect a busy 
time during the next 12 months. 


The joint consultative committee of architects, quantity surveyors and 
builders, having consulted its three constituent bodies, has reached the con- 
clusion that the building industry will be just as busy in 1961 as in 1960. 


Construction equipment manufacturers and suppliers should therefore be 
able to look forward with reasonable optimism to a successful show and a 
successful 1961. The running down of opencast coal mining has, however, 
been a serious blow to the manufacturers of the heavier type of equipment 
and an alternative market has not really been found. Is it too much to hope 
that the coal situation will improve sufficiently to allow opencast mining to 
continue at least in some areas or is it to be permanently damned for political 
and social reasons?

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OMPLETION of the first stage 
in a £34m. reconstruction and 
modernisation programme for Van den 
Berghs and Jurgens, Ltd., was marked 
recently by the opening of a large 
extension to the company’s margarine 
works at Bromborough, Cheshire. 

The extension includes a new central 
office block and visitors’ reception arrange- 
ments, a laboratory block, dairy block, and 
a reconstructed margarine production unit. 


Office Block 


° 

The new administration building is 
200ft. long and 40ft. (in parts 60ft.) wide, 
and provides an area of 33,300 sq. ft. on 
three floors, a partial fourth floor accom- 
modating lift motor rooms, water supply 
tanks and other building services forming 
an elevated feature above the main 
entrance. It consists of a_ steel-framed 
structure with concrete casings and ex- 
ternal walls generally in cavity brickwork 
with rustic facings. Fenestration is in 
aluminium casement windows, designed for 
glazing and cleaning from the inside, set 
in architectural artificial Portland stone 
surrounds. Floors and flat roofs are 
normally of pre-cast reinforced concrete 
beam construction, in-situ reinforced con- 
crete floors being provided in such areas 
as fireproof strong-rooms and machinery 
rooms. 

Suspended ceilings in Asbestolux panels 
are standard, and except in special rooms, 
the floors are finished in 18in, by 18in, 
heavy-duty linoleum tiles laid on a cement 
screed, a jin, layer of asphalt being inter- 
posed on the ground floor. Walls are 
generally plastered and painted, papered or 
hung with textured plastic coverings de- 
pending on their location, A three-storey 
cloakroom annexe provides cloakroom and 
toilet facilities for the staff on each floor 
and here matt-glazed wall tiling and 
terrazzo floor tiling are standard. Terrazzo 
partitions are installed to all w.c. cubicles. 

The general office space is sub-divided 
by demountable modular glazed _par- 
titioning in extruded aluminium sections, 
and all corridor doors are of the flush 
type in figured walnut veneers, Fluorescent 
lighting is standard throughout and all 
electrical services, including _ lighting, 
power, low-voltage power for portable 
appliances, telephone and public address 
systems are conveniently ducted for ready 
accessibility. Two automatic paassenger 
lifts are installed to serve the three floors, 
the larger being of sufficient size to be 
used as a service lift for handling office 
furniture and equipment. 

The whole building is heated by means 
of a traditional thermostatically-controlled 
hot water circulation system from calorifier 
units at ground level using low-pressure 
steam from an associated company’s back- 
pressure turbine power-generating plant on 
an adjacent site. Individual heating units 
are generally of the recessed convector 
type. Mechanical ventilation is provided in 
the larger offices and assembly rooms, 


Entrance Hall 


A particular feature of the building is 
the main entrance hall, approached from 
the front roadway by a flight of steps in 
Kirkstone slate, sheltered by a cantilevered 
marquise which projects from a Cornish 
granite faced recess in the front elevation. 
The entrance hall proper is two storeys 
high and is entered through a stainless 
steel glazed screen, 30ft. wide, carrying 
both revolving and swing doors. The walls 
are faced in Portuguese Trani marble with 
Vert St. Den’s and Travertine marble trim, 
while the floor is laid in specially shaped 
linoleum tiles laid in an attractive design, 
A Teception office with glazed walnut 
facia is located on one side of the hall 
and a matching postal office on the other, 
while walnut framed and cased glazed 
doors yield access to all wings of the 
building. The first floor access corridor 
crosses the rear of the entrance hall as an 
open balcony featuring a stainless steel and 
decorative glass balustrade. 

Other special features include the 
executive suite, comprising directors’ and 
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secretary's offices and conference room 
(these are all en suite with panelled walls 
in weathered sycamore with mahogany 
trim, lumenated ceilings and carpeted 
floors and have architect-designed furni- 
ture in natural mahogany and rosewood); 
the works’ cinema, seating 120, for staff 
training purposes, which may be _ sub- 
divided by means of a folding partition 
into two additional conference rooms; the 
automatic telephone exchange and public 
address equipment rooms; the works’ cash 
office and Unilever savings bank office on 
the second floor concourse, which are 
fitted out in walnut with counter facilities 
for staff monetary transactions; and the 
kitchen to cater for morning coffee and 
afternoon tea distribution to all staff. 


Visitors’ Facilities 
Special facilities for entertaining up to 
50,000 visitors per annum are provided at 
the-south end of the office block. Parties 
arriving by coach are received in the 
foyer and conducted to the visitors’ re- 


freshment room designed to seat 100. This 
room is panelled in figured mahogany and 
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some 3,600 sq. ft. and including a waiting 
room, toilet facilities, dressing rooms, 
main surgery, dental surgery, chiropody 
surgery, ophthalmic examination room, 
testing room, physiotherapy and_ rest 
rooms, doctor’s office, nursing staff room 
and stores. These rooms have tiled walls 
and terrazzo tiled fioors. 

With an area of 4,800 sq. ft. the ground 
floor east wing houses the production 
management offices and amenities, as well 
as the factory sample rooms. These are 
equipped with island stacks of white- 
enamelled steel shelving for the storage 
of reference samples from regular pro- 
duction, and include four constant tem- 
perature and humidity rooms for special 
hot and cold climate product samples, and 
four special tasting rooms _ suitably 
equipped for the organoleptic examination 
of edible fats. Tiled walls and vitreous 
tiled floors are provided throughout. 

An entire first floor area of 8,400 sa. ft. 
is occupied by the works’ laboratories 
which, in the north wing, include the 
laboratory offices, the main laboratory for 
the routine testing of raw materials and 


Main laboratory 


richly wood-block floored in contrasting 
African hardwoods, The ceiling is formed 
of three shallow arches from which are 
suspended two transverse herring-bone 
type grids of indirect fluorescent lighting 
units, terminating in exposed low-wattage 
pearl bulbs which, with a dual switch 
system, can either provide an impressive 
or festive appearance. In the north wall of 
the room a stage is incorporated which 
may be used when required for special 
works’ functions, and an adjacent room 
houses a fully equipped kitchen for the 
preparation and service of light refresh- 
ments. En route to their factory tour, 
visitors are first conducted through a 
specially designed gallery where they are 
shown by various graphic means such as 
dioramas, illuminated maps, illustrated flow 
diagrams, photographic enlargements, 
working models and samples, the sources 
and harvesting of various raw materials, 
the processes used in the factory and the 
amenities provided by the company for 
its staff, 


Laboratory Block 


An L-shaped, two-storey block lies to 
the north and east of the office and cloak- 
room blocks to form an internal light well. 
The general construction follows that of 
the adjacent offices, and the steelwork and 
flat roof structure are designed to permit 
the addition of a future third storey as 
and when required. 

The ground floor north wing accom- 
modates the works’ health centre covering 


finished products and a general investi- 
gations laboratory. In the east wing are 
grouped smaller specialist laboratories for 
bacteriological control, dilatation control, 
vitamin assay, gas-liquid chromatography 
and standard solution preparation as well 
as a balance room, a solvent recovery 
room, library, reagent and equipment 
store and an apparatus wash-up room, 
Fume cupboards and vapour hoods with 
the necessary air extraction equipment 
and constant temperature rooms are pro- 
vided to meet the individual needs of the 
various laboratories, while the general 
benchwork is of the universally adaptable 
type in light oak with iroko tops, provided 
with hot and cold water, gas and electric 
power points, 

All walls are tiled and floors are of 
wood block in Burma teak. Sub-division 
is carried out in demountable partitioning 
as provided in the office block and an 
automatic goods/passenger lift is available 
for the movement of samples from works 
to laboratory. 


Tiled Dairy 


The dairy, which supplies cultured milk 
to the margarine factory, is located on the 
first floor of a. reconstructed building 
which, at ground level, houses ancillary 
plant for the receiving and storage of 
liquid milk and milk powder and for the 
chilling of ice-water to serve the dairy 
process. The dairy proper, in which is 
installed the stainless plant for milk 
pasteurising, processing and factory dis- 
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tribution, is 120ft. long, 55ft. wide anq 
16ft. high, with a steel truss roof of io. 
pitch. A flat-roofed annexe, 10ft, wide 
runs the full length of one side ae 
accommodates a culture preparation room 
autoclave room, equipment - sterilising 
room, store and offices, all separated tan 
the main room by a glazed screen on g 
dwarf wall. ; 

All floors are laid in vitreous tiles on 
an impervious membrane and walls are 
tiled in pastel shades of grey and blue 
Suspended ceilings are of large Asbestolyy 
square panels continuously sealed in sity 
with a sprayed-on p.v.c. coating, All main 
utilities, steam, water, power and drainage 
are derived from a servic2s gallery on the 
floor below, and mechanical ventilation js 
provided with the addition of ultra-viole 
irradiation in the culture room to maintain 
a sterile atmosphere. 


Production Unit 


Since all production and packing de. 
partments were in contiguous sections of 
one large single-storey building, their 
rebuilding and rez-roofing presented grave 
problems in maintaining the high level of 
production without contamination and jn 
moving the plant twice—first to temporary 
quarters, then back again to the rebuilt 
departments in modernis2d form. Con- 
siderable expenditure was, therefore 
involved in the provision of temporary 
accommodation, dust- and weather-proof 
screening and in diverting services, 


Each of the two main production units 
is 120ft wide and 520ft. long, and was 
erected during the first world war, being 
north-light roofed in 60ft. wide bays, 
20ft. pitch and 14ft. high to tie-level. As 
modern production methods demand much 
greater available headroom and modern 
standards of hygiene a less dust-harbouring 
roof d2sign, it was decided to reconstruct 
both units with higher wide span roofs of 
more appropriate type and ATA. 
Industrial Company’s “Silberkuhl” design 
was finally selected, 


Silberkuhl Roof 


This roofing system consists basically of 
glazed latticed st2el arches with connecting 
reinforced concrete shells, approximately 
3in. thick, which are stressed after casting 
by a high-tensile ste2l tie rod coupled 
between the springings of each arch. The 


con-cally curved concrete shells span 
between the top me2mber of one arch 
to the bottom member of the next, 


thus forming an uninterrupted wide span 
of arched north light pattern, 


The first of the production units to be 
completed consists of 26 bays of approxi- 
mately 120ft. span and 20ft. pitch, 
covering a total area of about 62,000 sq. ft. 
with 7ft. dzep arches springing from 18ft. 
high at the boundary walls and rising to 
30ft. high at mid-span. The latticed arches 
are glazed with Georgian wired rough- 
cast plate and along their lower curved 
members carry continuously mounted 
fluorescent lighting tubes, Thus the roof 
design and the integrated lighting system 
provide uniform interior illumination by 
day and night. 

As in all other production departments, 
the walls are tiled in pastel colours, while 
the floor is surfaced with heavy-duty 
vitreous tiles set in furane cement on a 
p.v.c. membrane, A tiled steel and concrete 
platform is erected down the centre of the 
building to carry the stainless steel oil 
and milk service tanks and mixing vessels 
which supply automatic processing and 
packing plant on either side at ground 
level. 

Completion of the second half of the 
reorganisation programme is planned by 
the end of 1963. The whole project Is 
being planned and engineered by the 
company’s own technical department unde! 
the direction of Mr. J. W. Gray, M.Eng. 
M.I.Mech.E., chief engineer, Mr. J. L. M. 
Williams, L.R.IL.B.A., Altrincham, is the 
consultant architect. Reekes and Mann 
are the quantity surveyors and A. Monk 
and Co., Ltd., and Williams, Tarr and 
¢- Ltd,, the two main contractors.

CONFERENCE 


Experts Discuss Wide Range of Subjects 


HE one-day conference of house- 
T builders, arranged by the Council 
of the Federation of Registered House- 
Builders, was held in London last week 
under the chairmanship of the presi- 
dent, Mr. E. R. Bowyer. 

The object of the conference was to give 
members from all over the country an 
opportunity to hear contributions. by ex- 
perts on some of the main subjects of 
interest to the industry. Following are 
extracts from the principal speeches. 


DESIGN AND STANDARDS OF 
HOUSING COMPONENTS 


By P. Cutbush, 
Divisional chief technical officer, B.S.I. 


The British Standards Institution has 
much to offer that should be of benefit 
to house-builders and also, through them, 
to the purchasers of houses. British 
Standards help the house-builders in their 
building operations and at the same time 
they are of importance tc the purchasers 
of houses since standards can provide 
assurances of a reasonable quality that 
minimise upkeep costs. 

Your purchasers are usually making one 
of the most serious capital investments 
of their lives and generally speaking they 
are not very knowledgeable about the 
quality of building so that it does seem 
incumbent upon you to give them reason- 
able protection by being in a position to be 
able to assure them of an adequate degree 
of quality in what you are providing for 
them. The wide use of materials and 
components complying with British Stan- 
dards can give this assurance. 

On occasions I have heard the criticism 
that products to British Standards are too 
expensive, but I do not believe this to be 
true when the need to provide a reason- 
able level of quality is borne in mind as 
is so necessary in connection with all major 
capital expenditure. Whatever standards 
are set out, whether by B.S.I. or anyone 
else, it will nearly always be poss'‘ble to 
buy something at a lower price, but in 
almost all instances it is probable that 
the quality will be less. 


The aim, above all, of British Standards 
is either to give a means of comparison 
of alternative products or to set a level 
below which it is undesirable that the 
products should fall, in order to ensure 
a satisfactory product that will give a 
reasonably trouble-free life. British Stan- 
dards are the basis of many of the build- 
ing byelaw requirements, especially are 
they quoted as a level of quality in the 
parts relating to “deemed to satisfy” re- 
quirements of the byelaws. 


Prefabrication 


In my view, prefabrication will continue 
to grow with the increasing trend towards 
mechanisation on sites and as site lebour 
becomes more difficult and expensive. It 
does not seem many years ago that bricks, 
Pipes and wooden doors were almost the 
only prefabricated products used _ in 
housing, but today the builder becomes 
more and more an assembler of stock pro- 
ducts. For this reason alone standards for 
components grow in imovortance not only 
to the manufacturer but also to the 
builder. 

With modern developments in materials, 
methods of production and technique and 
the very high cost of the complicated 
machines now used. the purpose-made pro- 
duct becomes increasingly uneconomical to 
m2nufacture and thus only by long runs 
of like products can the costs of com- 
ponents be maintained. These long runs 


necessitate mass production based on 
agreed standards. B.S.I. is the forum 
for the preparation of such standards as 
it provides the means of discussion and 
resolution of problems so that the ultimate 
standard is acceptable to both maker and 
user without risk of dictation by either, 
since B.S.I, proceeds by agreement and 
not by majority of votes. 

With ever rising costs of labour and an 
increasing dislike of work on site com- 
pared with work in factories it may reason- 
abiy be assumed that the industrialisation 
of the building industry will continue to 
increase, thus the need grows for stan- 
dard components which come from many 
sources to assemble together on site with 
the minimum of difficulty. This need to 
ensure that products from different 
sources will assemble together has already 
played a considerable part in British 
Standards. 

For example, taps fit with their supply 
pipes, basin brackets with their basins, but 
much more is necessary if general build- 
ing products are to have the same simpli- 
fication of assembly. They will thus need 
to have dimensions which will permit 
interchangeability and permit of pre- 
planning. 

Two Changes 


These developments are leading towards 
two changes in the future. First the 
adoption of a national and, because of ex- 
porc trade, probad.y incernational system 
of dimensional co-ordination in inches and 
metric measures upon which buildings may 
be planned and to which components are 
sized in their manufacture, thus ensuring 
easy assembly with the minimum of cut- 
ting and site work. Secondly, coupled 
with dimensional co-ordination, there will 
be a need for working to an agreed system 
of tolerances, for if the agreed sizes for 
dimensional co-ordination are not suitably 
toleranced the advantages of such co- 
ordination will be lost, as they still may 
not fit. 

Some countries have already adopted 
systems of dimensional co-ordination and 
already they seem very satisfied that 
through their adoption they have been 
able to improve building. B.S.I. has been 
working on both dimensional co-ordination 
and tolerances for a very long time, but 
although no final decision has yet been 
reached it is very obviously desirable as 
the next step in the standardisation of 
building components. 


AIDS TO SALES

Some people may find it ironical that at 
a time of a so-called “sellers’ market” a 
housebuilder should be discussing the 
topic of sales, which surely is the least of 
their problems. But at a time when there 
are sO many unscrupulous people without 
ideals or experience who are seeking to 
take advantage of the situation there is 
a strong possibility that the prestige of 
the industry as a whole may be in danger. 

There is tremendous national criticism 
of the design and finish of our products, 
and this is to such an extent that any pro- 
posal to build is greeted with almost 
hysterical opposition and the word “de- 
velooment” has lost its original meaning 
and has almost become a term of abuse. 

I think it is true to say that the house- 
builders have lost the confidence of the 
public and when I look around I find this 
is sometimes justifiably so. Much build- 
ing todav is inferior—design has not moved 
out of. the ’thirties. 

I therefore want to deal with the com- 


mon problem of all registered house- 
builders, that is, how to raise the prestige 
of the housebuilding trade. Now none of 
us can do this in a general way other than 
through our individual firms and I want 
to talk of the way in which we in our firm 
are trying to do our little bit to raise the 
standard, 

We consider that in the housing business 
prestige and the reputation of the firm is 
everything. A good reputation is of great 
assistance not only in selling a house but 
in buying the land and even trying to 
Persuade someone to let you build on it. 

For this reason we do not employ 
agents. We consider they strike an alien 
note in what is essentially a personal rela- 
tionship. We, with our own men, like to 
impress upon them that they are not just 
selling a house but selling a service. By 
this I mean that our very best thinking 
has gone into the specification and design 
of the house and the layout of the site, 
that we intend to give our client every pos- 
sible help in building in extras and choos- 
ing his decorations, and that after he has 
moved in we put aside a sum of money 
which we then go out of our way to spend 
to ensure that we have a satisfied client. 
In fact, we lay great stress on this 
American word “service.” 

We like to think that we rely upon 
recommendation and not advertising for 
our sales. Of course this is not true—we 
have to get the people there in the first 
place and then we have to bring out 
certain factors at the point of sale. 

Our real sales aids are not gimmicks 
but our product itself and above all our 
reputation; in this respect we think it 
essential not only to be good but to seem 
to be good and our whole sales approach 
from advertising through to after-sales ser- 
vice is geared to this end. 

I have not touched on advertising, or 
brochure writing, or even letter writing, 
about which I hold very strong views. Nor 
have I touched upon such matters as the 
very appearance of our sites during the 
course of construction which, in the 
majority of cases, is hardly calculated to 
increase the prestige of the building trade; 
but then you see this subject of “Aids to 
Sales” is the biggest subject of all—for 
after all, everything we do is an aid to 
sales. 


HOUSES FOR LETTING 
By Sir Eric Errington, M.P. 


It is hard to realise that for over 20 
years private houses to let have not been 
built, and the great majority of the exist- 
ing houses to let are over 70 years old. 

This, from the point of view of a Mem- 
ber of Parliament can only be viewed with 
alarm in two particular ways (a) the aggre- 
gation of decayed areas in the city inner 
rings and (b) the danger that we may be- 
come a country in which only houses 
belonging to local authorities are let, and 
the rest of the houses are sold. 

I am sure you would not wish me to go 
into the details of the distortions which 
two factors (a) rent control and (b) sub- 
sidies have produced in housing policies. 

It might well be that if subsidies and 
rent control were abolished and there was 
active planning by the Government in- 
stead of the present passive planning, there 
might be a very great improvement in the 
use of the scarce supply of land. ‘aie 

For the purpose of my remarks it is 
sufficient to say that unless another war 
occurs rent control and subsidies. as we 
know them, should come to an end within 
the foreseeable future with what one 
might describe as only a few exceptions, 
i.e., building of old people’s flats, etc- 
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At the moment, the building trades are 
very busy due to the amazing development 
in non-residential building which, to some 
extent, was quite surprisingly sparked off 
by the 1957 Rent Act. How long will 
this go on for, and how desirable is it 
that the building trade should consider 
alternative activities? Nobody knows 
better than you gentlemen the entirely dif- 
ferent class of house demanded by the 
public in the future. Amenities must be 
much greater; new ideas of domestic com- 
fort and convenience are, even now, an 
active factor in making those whose in- 
come is rising seek more spacious sur- 
roundings. This will have an importance 
in one thing that I have got to say about 
finance later on. 

The one essential is to appreciate the 
difference that there is between the value 
of land in the open market with planning 
permission, which is the land that can be 
used by private enterprise, and the price 
at which land can be acquired by the 
local authority, £9,000 an acre as against 
9s. a square yard. It is questionable 
whether the 1959 Town and Country Plan- 
ning Act will, in fact, even up the dif- 
ferences between these two values of land. 

I am a director of a property company 
which carries on in a small way and we had 
about 30 houses which were the subject of 
a Compulsory Purchase Order, and we 
were told by some of your fraternity that 
they could build houses on the new method 
of building half dozen at a time for about 
£1,250 and, of course, the land was ours. 
We would have been able to charge £2 5s. 
per week, less rates, without difficulty but 
the Inspector would not recommend that 
we should do this:— (a) because there 
were certain problems in regard to the 
situation of the roads and a school which 
was going to be built opposite, and (b) 
because we had not the facilities to deal 
with the people who would be displaced 
by the knocking down of our houses, 
while the local authority had _ such 
facilities. 

The result was a recommendation to 
the Minister, which he accepted, that the 
local authority should build the houses 
and not my company. This illustrates the 
importance of the investor and builder 
getting together to see what can be done 
to build these houses. Not many builders 
are also investors. Only recently, how- 
ever, there was an interesting example at 
a high level of management and building 
development getting together in the case 
of Cotton and Clore. 


Twin Problems 


The twin problems of builders and in- 
vestors are often fear and finance. There 
is fear of the consequences of political 
action. This should be largely abolished 
by the situation as it is at the moment. 
It is hardly credible that the policy of 
rent control will be continued after the 
end of this Parliament. 

With regard to finance I think I would 
be quite wrong if I gave the impression 
that the Government would be prepared 
to continue a subsidy for houses being 
built to let, and the weekly cost of main- 
tenance of houses is substantial. The 
question is, whether those costs are pro- 
hibitive. My own view is that they are 
not prohibitive provided facilities are 
given for tax relief by way of Depreciation 
Allowance. 

It seems to me that this is the line on 
which one must seek to get the Govern- 
ment to take action because, as it stands 
at the moment, depreciated houses of the 
old-fashioned large type are, in many 
cases, being under-occupied in the inner 
area of the cities, while the newer houses 
on the outskirts are being occupied by 
those people who should be inside the 
inner areas and nearer to their work. In 
fact, houses are being built in the wrong 
place and under the wrong financial basis. 

_There is some query as to whether there 
will really be sufficient demand for houses 
and whether people will be prepared to 
pay the greater rents involved. In my 
view there will be always a great demand 
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for houses at an economic rent by those 
whose standard of living is being raised 
all the time, and that demand will be 
accelerated by any reduction of subsidies. 


THE SALE OF FLATS 
By Mr. Edward F. George, LL.B. 


There are a number of reasons why 
members of the public should buy flats: 
first, there is an important section of the 
community who would rather own their 
homes than rent them (I understand that 
during the last five or six years the num- 
ber of home-owners in England has in- 
creased by no fewer than two million); 
secondly, where rent is payable under a 
lease for a term not exceeding 50 years, 
the rent has to be paid out of net income. 

If a purchaser buys a flat the interest 
on the mortgage can be deducted from 
gross income for income tax purposes and 
the Schedule A assessments tend to be 
on the low side. The result is that where 
a purchaser acquires a flat and obtains a 
reasonable mortgage he is much better off. 
He is probably only paying about the same 
amount as he would pay in rent and he 
has an asset. The Schedule A liability is 
likely to be almost entirely eliminated by 
the amount of interest payable under the 
mortgage and he may deduct tax even 
from the ground rent under the lease, 

If we take the case of a purchaser buy- 
ing a lease at £3,150 and a ground rent 
of £18 per annum, he may well be able 
to obtain a building society mortgage of 
£2,600, repayable at the rate of just over 
£17 a month. Experience also shows that 
the flat will not lose any value. 


Management Companies 


A developer often does not wish to 
retain any interest in his flats once he 
has sold them and he may well feel that 
to retain all these ground rents is to tie 
up capital money which he could use to 
better advantage elsewhere. 

It may well be that the ground rents 
in fact do not represent a great deal of 
capital, for usually the developer obtains 
nearly the whole of his capital back plus 
some profit out of the premiums derived 
on the sale of the flats, but he certainly 
can escape from future liability entirely. 

Either he can sell the ground rents to 
someone who is interested in holding that 
type of security, or he can form a com- 
pany which will take over the ground 
rents and insist that the purchasers of the 
flats acquire a proportionate interest in 
the company, so that, in effect, the flat- 
owners are their own landlords, 

Indeed, in a fairly highly developed 
block with something above the minimum 
degree of services, for example where there 
is a lift and possibly central heating, this 
type of development is to be preferred. 
Purchasers are not very happy to purchase 
flats where the developer retains a sub- 
stantial interest in the form of purveying 
services which may not necessarily be sup- 
plied at the most economic rates. 

Where a management company of this 
type is formed it should really be started 
off before any sales are effected, so that 
as purchasers complete their purchases 
they find that there is already a properly 
functioning organisation to run the ser- 
vices. Such a company can be of quite a 
simple nature, with perhaps a solicitor 
looking after the legal side and an estate 
agent seeing to the day to day management 
of the block of flats. 


Procedure 


In an ordinary conveyancing  trans- 
action, one starts with the contract and 
finishes up with the conveyance, but in 
selling a block of flats the whole process 
is reversed. The scheme has to be worked 
out in detail before any contracts are 
submitted, and no variations can be 
allowed, as otherwise the parts of the 
jigsaw do not fit. 

Accordingly, I suggest that the first step 
is for the developer to register his title 
at the Land Registry, even if the pro- 
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perty is not in a compulsory area, The 

is going to be enough paper work to be 
done without making it worse by havine 
to supply all the various purchasers with 
abstracts of title. The form of lease 9 
the transfer should then be prepared a 
it is obvious that great care must be give 
to this, for if there is any serious defect 
it is almost impossible to put right at a 
later stage. 

In practice the leases, even in a small 
block, will have to be printed, for norm- 
ally about six copies of each lease wil] be 
required. The developer is well adviseq 
to make tentative arrangements with a 
building society to advance money to the 
various purchasers, which means that the 
form of the lease will have to be agreed 
with the building society first, and it will 
be found that they are most meticulous 
in being satisfied with regard to the maip- 
tenance of the roof, main structure and 
common parts and insurance. Further. 
more, they usually insist on being satis. 
fied as to the freehold title and that js 
another reason for registering. If there 
is to be a management company it should 
be formed and all ready. 

Then the flats are ready for marketing 
and the contracts, which can be quite 
simple documents, can go out with the 
prints of the leases. As you know, it was 
the common practice in the case of the 
grant of leases for a lessee to pay the 
lessor’s scale costs, but under the Costs 
of Leases Act, 1958, each side bears his 
own costs, unless otherwise agreed jn 
writing. A practice has arisen in this 
type of case for each side to bear his 
own costs, but the lessee usually makes 
a contribution of about £10 10s, to 
£15 15s. because of the additional work 
thrown on the lessor’s solicitors, and in 
return for this the lessor provides an 
adequate number of prints of the lease, 

In a simple case the key document is 
the lease, and when this is entered into 
the transaction is complete. In the more 
sophisticated case where the purchaser is 
paying a very substantial premium it is 
understandable that a much more compli: 
cated arrangement can be put forward. 
What is fatal is to try to put forward a 
complicated and unusual scheme where 
the purchasers are likely to be derived 
from the lower income group. It is 
equally fatal to try to sell flats on in- 
adequate documents hoping that the 
shortage of property will enable sales to 
be effected. There are cases where flats 
have been sold freehold and no proper 
arrangements made for the maintenance 
of the common parts and it is proving 
impracticable for the owners of these flats 
to sell them, as, of course, buyers cannot 
mortgage them. 


BUSY 1961 FOR BUILDING 
INDUSTRY 


The Joint Consultative Committee of 
Architects, Quantity Surveyors and 
Builders, have considered the likely trend 
of building activity in 1961 in the light of 
information provided by each of the three 
constituent bodies (the Royal Institute of 
British Architects, the Royal Institution 
of Chartered Surveyors and the National 
Federation of Building Trades Employers). 

The Committee say they were impressed 
by the fact that all three constituent 
bodies, carrying out quite independent 
and separate investigations, have concluded 
that the building industry will be just as 
busy in 1961 as in 1960. With this certainty 
of outlook the Joint Consultative Com- 
mittee urge that (a) architects, surveyors 
and building owners should make increased 
efforts to furnish contractors with all 
relevant information and drawings on 
time, and contractors should make full use 
of such information; (b) manufacturers of 
building materials should raise their output 
sights even higher; and (c) building con- 
tractors should improve still further their 
recruitment and registration of craft 
apprentices. 
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PUBLIC WORKS EXHIBITION, 1960 


Once every two years the public works contractor and the municipal engineer 
are provided with the opportunity to see, at once and under one roof, all that is 
new and all that is proven in the way of construction equipment. This opportunity 
occurs again on November |4th, with the opening at Olympia, London, of the I7th 
Public Works and Municipal Services Congress and Exhibition. On this date, the 
most important in the plant manufacturer’s callendar, the curtain will be lifted on 
the largest ever display. There is every anticipation of a record volume of 
business during the six days of the exhibition, which closes on November |9th. 
In this special editorial preview details are given of many of the exhibits. Items 
of new equipment, details of which were not available at the time of going to press, 
will be described in subsequent issues. 


NEW crane—the 545 Sprawler—which 

is now being made at Thorncliffe, 
Sheffield, by arrangement with the

Swinging outriggers are built into a 
crawler unit to give a high lifting capa- 
city crane. The machine will be sold 
generally as a lift crane with dragline and 
grab crane conversion sets available, but 
1 cu. yd. drag or face shovel attachments 
may also be fitted. 

Standard power unit is the Dorman 
6 L.C. diesel engine, developing 100 b.h.p. 
at 1,350 r.p.m. The crane has a basic 
boom length of 40ft. with lattice type boom 
with bolted connections. With a 
40ft. boom at 12ft. radius, it will lift 
70,500Ilb. based on a B.S.S. 1757 rating, 
with outriggers set, and 54,700lb. free on 
crawlers. The boom can be extended to 
a maximum length of 120ft. and a 30ft.

Boom lowering and _ load 
lowering are both power controlled. 
Crawler shoes, 36in. wide, reduce bearing 
pressures to 7 p.s.i., and the outriggers 
swing into the side of the crawler frame 
to reduce the overall width to 11ft. 8in. 


R. A. LisTER AND Co., Ltp., Dursley, 
Glos., feature for the first time the 
HA6/HB6 and SL4 diesel engines, The 
former are compactly designed, the power 
weight ratio being less than 20lb. per h.p. 
Rotation is anti-clockwise looking on the 
flywheel.

Further new developments by the com- 
pany include a Town winch, powered by 
a four-stroke petrol engine with three 
forward speeds and one reverse; a Corporal 
hand winch, shown complete with jib and 
dolley; and Lansas pneumatic pipe stoppers.

The 
tractor exhibited is fitted with a double 
drum cable control unit, recovery winch 
and hydraulic bulldozer with a blade width 
of 9ft. 6in. Principal dimensions of the 
machine are: wheel base 7ft. 3in.; overall 
length 15ft. 3in.; overall width 8ft. 103in.; 
turning circle diameter 39ft. 10in.; and 
drawbar pull in first gear 20,000Ib. 

Another new item among the range of 
road rollers and tractors shown by 
Marshall is a 55 b.h.p, Track-Marshall 
diesel crawler fitted with a Boughton side 
boom crane for pipe laying.

Gas burners are 
provided with fully enclosed lock-up con- 
trol panel and cradle to take four gas 
bottles. The body is fully insulated, and 
the mainshaft is carried on self lubricating 
plummer blocks, mounted direct on the 
mixer chassis. Drive to the stirrer shaft 
is through a heavy duty worm drive gear- 
box and a slipping device to the air-cooled 
diesel engine. 

The third is the model F mark 3 tar and 
bitumen distributor for truck or trailer 
mounting. It has a 7ft. 6in. full circulat- 
ing spraybar of the constant pressure type 
with immersed valves and nozzles, and 
features a special control valve with built- 
in suction strainer and tubular oil firing. 


Phoenix self-propelled paver 
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For the first time the CUMMINS ENGINE 
Co., Ltp., 34 St. James’s Street, London, 
S.W.1, have on display the latest NH 
250-h.p. and NT 380-h.p. engines, now 
manufactured in Scotland. Both these 
machines occupy the same package space 
as the company’s NH 220 series, but a 15 
per cent. increase in power is obtained by 
the use of a larger piston displacement of 
855 cu. in. The NH 250 is a naturally 
aspirated engine of six cylinders in line 
with a bore of 54in. and a stroke of 6in. 
It develops 250 b.h.p. at 2,100 r.p.m. and 
a maximum torque of 660lb./ft. The NT 
380 has similar cylinder dimensions but is 
turbo-charged to give a maximum power of 
380 b.h.p. at 2,300 r.p.m. and a maximum 
torque of 1,000]b./ft. 


The new design delivers fuel to the in- 
jectors through drilled passages in the

cylinder head. This means less mainten- 
ance as it eliminates threaded connections 
to injectors which do not have to be dis- 
connected or reconnected when the in- 
jectors are removed for inspection or 
service.

A new injector used in 
the engines is said to reduce the need for 
injector removal and installation. 


BARBER-GREENE OLDING AND Co., LTD., 
Hatfield, Herts., present a wide range of 
equipment, which includes the latest 
Barber-Greene wheel ditcher, the model 
774. Designed for cross-country ditching, 
it digs from 18 to 30in. wide and to 
5ft. 6in. deep. Dual Range Hydra Crowd 
gives infinitely variable digging speeds 
from 0 to 3lft. a minute together with 
instant reverse from any digging speed. 
All speeds are instantly selected without 
stopping the machine or changing gears. 
A floating differential drive eliminates 
long wrap around chains and assures 
equalised contact to each side of the 
digging wheel, and the all-hydraulic spoil 
conveyor drive gives a selection of speeds 
up to 630ft. a minute independent of wheel 
speed.

A thermal by-pass ensures that 
warm oil is supplied to the compressor 
unit immediately on start up and further 
thermal valves in the air cooler give an 
easy start in sub-zero weather conditions. 

A bigger machine shown is the WN.112 
industrial heavy duty stationary com- 
pressor—a two-stage double acting water 
cooled or radiator cooled model of V- 
vertical design. This is one of a range 
offering capacities from 400 to 1,000 c.f.m. 
free air delivered at 100 p.s.i. Part of the 
range of Joy Speedline rock drills and 
paving breakers is displayed—the L.37 
and L.47 rock drills and the K.61 and K.81 
paving breakers—together with the JAL.47 
rock drill which is basically the hand-held 
model L.47 adapted for mounting on a 
lightweight automatically retractable airleg. 


A new development in the field of 
medium-sized rotary snow ploughs is 
shown by ROLBA, LTD., 88 Rochester Row, 
London, S.W.1. It consists of a rotary 
snow plough attachment and a Land-Rover 
vehicle suitably converted for operating 
the attachment. Power transmission is pro- 
vided from the main vehicle engine to the 
attachment for driving the plough, and 
there is a hydrostatic transmission for 
driving the road wheels during snow 
ploughing, 

During driving to the working site, the 
vehicle is propelled by the Land-Rover 
engine through the normal main engine 
gearbox, and the rotary attachment is 
carried along detached on a trailer.

It has a 20ft. level clean-up 
radius and a discharge height of 9ft. 10in. 
A 2 cu. yd. rehandling or a 1} cu. yd. rock 
bucket may be fitted, and larger sizes are 
available for light materials. 

The Blaw Knox PF-90 paver is shown 
with a l6ft. screed which permits paving 
to any width between 8ft. and 16ft. in 
6in. increments without the use of cut-off 
shoes, and to a maximum depth of 12in. 
A new development is the introduction of 
an independent joint matching and level- 
ling device which automatically maintains 
screed level in relation to a datum level 
which may be kerbing marginal strip, or 
specially laid short lengths of steel form- 
work.

Its underslung boom arm 
design results in all moving parts for the

operator throughout 
the digging and load- 
ing part of the cycle. 
No part of the bucket 
control linkage ex- 
ceeds the original 
tractor profile. Full 
piston face digging 
action is transferred 
to the bucket 
through class one 
leverage system, and 
this develops 17,500 
lb. of breakout at the 
cutting edge. A 40- 
degree roll back 
allows the Payloader 
to carry the loaded 
bucket close to the 
tractor and low to 
the ground. The Pay- 
lomatic P.600 power 
shift transmission 
used gives on-the- 
move changing, for- 
wards or reverse, 
and a rear axle dis- 
connect gives front wheel drive for road 
work or long hauls. Dual servo-assisted 
service brakes allow a choice of braking 
with torque converter engaged, a safety 
consideration for negotiating gradients, or 
braking with the torque converter disen- 
gaged when full engine horsepower can be 
applied to the hydraulics. 

Also new to the British-made range of 
International equipment is a front end 
loader for the McCormick International 
B-275 industrial wheel tractor and a Wain- 
Roy 460 backhoe for the same machine. 
New from the United States is the Green- 
ville ripper, model GRTD-20, for use with 
the BTD-20 tractor. The tool beam of the 
Greenville ripper is of reinforced box 
construction and accommodates three 
shanks which are adjustable for pitch and 
depth. From the basic settings the operator 
can adjust hydraulically as required. Each 
shank has a live swivel action of 15 degrees 
either side, designed to seek out the weak 
spots in the rock, and follows the tractor 
like a trailer, The maximum penetration 
is 24in. and the total weight of the three 
shank ripper is 6,695lb. 





The two Wakefield motor graders ex- 
hibited by CONSTRUCTION MACHINERY, LTD., 
Thornes Moor Road, Wakefield, Yorks., 
have been the subject of recent develop- 
ments. On the Model 120, now having a 
baseweight of 25,040lb., the front end has 
been altered to simplify the attachment of 
bulldozer and snowplough fitments. A 
T-type drawbar of increased strength has 
been introduced, allowing increased clear- 
ance for scarifier operations. A new pitch 
adjustment for moldboard and _scarifier 
consists of a racked slot, which enables 
adjustments to be made quickly, the bolts 
being positively retained by the rack. Power 
unit of the 120 is the Leyland AU600 
diesel, which develops 130 b.h.p. at 1,800 
r.p.m. All grading movements are 
hydraulically controlled, and the mold- 
board can be raised up to 90 degrees in 
the vertical plane, either left or right of 
the grader, for high bank sloping. 

Hydraulic brakes are fitted to the two 
rear wheels of the smaller Wakefield 603, 
in addition to the mechanical parking 
brake on the transmission. This machine 
has a 50-h.p. International Harvester diesel 
engine with tandem drive. Optional extras 
for both machines include a hydraulic 
shiftable moldboard, leaning front wheels, 
scarifier, bulldozer, windrow eliminator, 
snowplough, power circle rotation, cab, etc, 


By co-operation with concrete mixer 
manufacturers, FODENS, Ltp., Elworth 
Works, Sandbach, Ches., offer four-, six- 
and eight-wheeler chassis with specially 
designed crankshaft driven and gearbox 
mounted power take offs to which 
hydraulic motors can be directly coupled. 
The use of hydraulic motors for concrete 
mixers is said to be much cheaper and 
lighter than the use of auxiliary motors,

and further attempts are being made to 
reduce unladen weight to increase mixer 
capacity. The machine which Foden 
exhibit is the eight-wheel chassis fitted 
with an 8 cu. yd. hydrostatic drive mixer, 
powered by the Foden Mk. III six- 
cylinder engine, developing 150 b.h.p. at 
2,400 r.p.m. Standard equipment _in- 
cludes a five-speed gearbox, double drive 
axles, fibre-glass cab, 9.00 x 20 tyre equip- 
ment and 15-gallon fuel supply tank. 

Also shown is the Foden FED6/30 
heavy-duty dumper which is powered by 
the Mk. IV six-cylinder, two-stroke engine, 
developing 210 b.h.p. at 2,400 r.p.m., and 
has an 11 cu. yd. scow-ended body.

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Outputs of 55 to 80 tons an hour are 
available from the new Starmix 37 asphalt 
plant which FREDERICK PARKER, LTD., 
Leicester, exhibit. A dust collection 
unit and a Rapide vibrating screen are 
incorporated in the plant. 

Parker also show a batch heating and 
mixing unit, which gives a two-minute 
batch cycle, has a 46 cu. ft. weigh- 
batch hopper, heating drum with Stordy- 
Hauck self-proportioning burner, and a 
4,000lb. paddle mixer. A chain drive 
and rubber tyred rollers are other 
features of this plant. 

A third new Parker unit is the Cas- 
cade 48 scrubmill which breaks down the 
clay content of materials so that it 
washes away easily. A Sandowheel sand 
dewaterer and Rapide screen are built 
into the plant. The rest of the Parker 
stand comprises models of a _ batching 
plant a Parkermatic system and a Crush- 
Ranger; a Rock-Sledger 40in. x 32in. 
crusher; a Stonesizer 36in. x 6in. 
crusher; a paver; a Plow-Mixer; a Power- 
flow screen; Rollsizer crushing rolls; a 
plate apron feeder; a blender with control 
panel; Little Giant 34T concrete mixer; 
and Mini-Giant 3T mixer. 


Newest and smallest in the Rotair range 
of portable, screw type, single stage com- 
pressors, made by HOLMAN Bros., LTD., 
Camborne, Cornwall, is the 150, which is 
driven by a Ford industrial diesel and 
has an output sufficient to operate three 
road breakers. On show for the first time, 
this machine has independent suspension 
of both wheels, and brakes with auto- 
matic over-run controls. The oil storage 
and recovery system is built around the 
compressor unit, ensuring a rapid warm up 
of oil and, once the operating temperature 
has been reached, more even and efficient 
cooling. The whole assembly as enclosed in 
a fibre-glass canopy with hinged doors of 
the same material. By disconnecting one 
pipe and removing six bolts, the canopy 
can be lifted off completely. 

Other new machines in the Holman 
range include the Holtrac drill rig and the 
Goodyear A.12 salvage set. The Holtrac is 
an air powered, crawler-mounted, drill 
rig, incorporating the S.L. 160 heavy 
duty drifter on an hydraulic mounting and 
fitted with an eductor dust control unit. 
Driven through Holman reduction gear- 
boxes by two 7} h.p. air motors, and with 
all hydraulic and pneumatic controls 
mounted on a centralised panel, the whole 
rig, with a towed air compressor, can be 
operated by one man.

Sales of ‘**‘ Know-how ”— Tax Liability on Sales of Investments

in Land—A Safety Prosecution 


N every industry there is an increasing 
amount of technical knowledge and 
the pressure of competition forces com- 
panies to discover and exploit new and 
more efficient and economic processes. The 
taxation aspect of this development was 
considered in a recent case of considerable 
interest, Jeffery v Rolls-Royce, Ltd. {(1960) 
2 All E.R. 640], which received a most 
careful judgment from = a_ recently 
appointed judge who specialised in tax 
cases when he was at the bar. 

The facts briefly were that R Ltd., for 
the purposes of their motor car and air- 
craft engine business, engaged in research 
and in the discovery and development of 
engineering techniques; only a small part 
of this activity gave results which could be 
the subject of patent rights; the informa- 
tion which they obtained was really most 
graphically described as “know-how”. R 
Ltd. entered into agreements with govern- 
ments and companies, in countries where 
R Ltd. were not carrying on a trade, under 
which they agreed to supply drawings and 
information necessary to enable the 
governments and companies to manufac- 
ture certain types of aircraft engine; R Ltd. 
received lump sums in return. 

The Revenue assessed these sums to tax 
as part of R Ltd.’s income from their trade 
as motor and aircraft engine manufacturers 
and sellers. The company appealed against 
this assessment on the grounds that these 
lump sums were not trading receipts but 
were receipts of a capital nature paid for 
part of R Ltd.’s capital assets. The Special 
Commissioners accepted the  taxpayer’s 
contention and allowed the appeal. The 
Revenue asked for a case to be stated to 
the High Court and Pennycuick J. had to 
decide whether these receipts were of an 
income nature and therefore assessable to 
tax or of a capital nature and therefore 
not assessable to tax. 

Obviously any company in any industry 
gains after a time a great deal of the kind 
of “know-how” under discussion in this 
case—one might even call them, without 
disrespect to R Ltd., “tricks of the trade”. 
Now the House of Lords in Evans Medical 
Supplies Ltd. v Moriarty ((1957) 3 All 
E.R. 718] considered the character of this 
kind of technical knowledge as an asset 
of a trader and decided that it represented 
a capital asset—the sort of thing that 
would add to the capital price that would 
have to be paid to purchase the trader's 
business concerned. Pennycuick J. there- 
fore decided that the kind of knowledge 
R Ltd. imparted in this case was a part 
of R Ltd.'s capital assets but he did not 
find it necessary in this case to define 
exactly what this kind of capital asset 
included. 

A company can use its capital assets 
as it chooses and the receipts it gets as 
a result of such use may or may not be 
taxable depending on the actual circum- 
stances. R Ltd.’s capital asset in this case 
was “know-how”; once it had imparted this 
“know-how” to a_ certain company or 
government then, at least in relation to 
that company or government, the capital 
asset had gone. An analogy would be 
with a car-hire firm; the cars are its capital 
assets but if it sells a car then that part 
of its capital assets has gone completely 

the money received for such car is of 
a quite different nature from the money 
received from someone who merely hires 
the car. Pennycuick J. regarded the part- 
ing with this “know-how” as analogous to 
the hire-car firm’s selling one of its cars 
rather than hiring it out. As he said, “the 
taxpayers, having a capital asset consisting 
of technical knowledge, or ‘know-how’, 
communicated that asset to another party, 
with the natural consequence that at least 
as regards the territory of that party the 


asset must lose the whole or the greater 
part of its value. This seems to me to 
represent a disposition of part of the 
capital asset itself. It follows that the 
lump sum consideration paid in each case, 
being the price of a capital asset, repre- 
sents the receipt of capital in the hands 
of the taxpayers and ought not to be 
brought into account in the computation 
of their revenue.” The Revenue’s appeal 
was therefore unsuccessful. 

One important point to note is that the 
Revenue accepted that R Ltd.’s trade was 
that of a manufacturer of motor cars and 
aero engines; there was no contention that 
they were traders in “know-how’—they 
were not for example like a firm of con- 
sultants imparting technical knowledge in 
return for fees. Had they been traders 
in “know-how” then a quite different 
decision might have been reached. It is 
important for contractors and_ their 
accountants to check the exact description 
of the trade upon which they are assessed 
by the Revenue. 

Though the Revenue will no doubt take 
this case to higher courts contractors may 
conclude that, if they have the sort of 
“know-how” under discussion in this case, 
for example some new method of construc- 
tion or site organisation, then if they im- 
part that knowledge for a sum of money 
to some other person or company they 
stand a good chance of being able to claim 
such sums as capital receipts; care must be 
taken though to avoid any chance of the 
Revenue being able to claim that a con- 
tractor has set up a kind of consultancy 
organisation and before any such “know- 
how” is sold professional advice should 
be taken as to the form of agreement 
entered into. 


Tax Liability on Sale of Investments 
in Land 


= often happens that contractors have 
difficulty in persuading the Revenue 
that any land or building they-dispose of 
are not by way of trade but are a sale of 
an investment or capital asset. A case, 
Cooke v Haddock, reported in “Taxation” 
for August 6, 1960, is of interest in that it 
illustrates some of the factors which weigh 
with the Revenue when deciding whether 
or not the trade of a dealer in land is 
being carried on. 

In 1948, a solicitor S bought some 72 
acres for £12,400. £8,000 of this purchase 
price was obtained from a building society 
on mortgage at 4 per cent. interest. The 
estate’s rental value was £168. Outline 
planning permission had been obtained by 
the vendor and much of the land was ripe 
for building development. S put in de- 
velopment plans and two months after pur- 
chase he obtained outline’ planning 
permission on the same terms as that 
obtained by the vendor. S did not develop 
the land nor advertise it for sale. Between 
1949 and 1953 he sold 33 plots; in 1954 
hc sold 194 acres with an option to pur- 
chase a further 234 in seven years. S had 
left about 24 acres in a green belt area. 
S had been concerned in three companies 
and one partnership whose work was con- 
cerned with property dealing. 

S himself argued that the purchase was 
a long-term investment but the Revenue 
insisted on regarding these transactions as 
a trade and sought to tax the receipts 
accordingly. The Special Commissioners 
upheld the Revenue and, on appeal to the 
High Court, the Special Commissioners’ 
decision was approved. The High Court 
felt that there were a number of factors 
in this case which amply justified the Com- 
missioners in coming to the conclusion 
that S was engaged in trade as a property 
dealer in respect of this land. The par- 
ticular factors the High Court stressed as 


showing the trading nature of the trans- 
actions were: the land was ripe for building 
subject to the necessary licences being 
obtained; the land was unsuitable for S’s 
occupation or for S to retain as an income- 
producing investment; S obtained planning 
permission for the development of the 
estate, even though this was possibly done 
to avoid the threat of compulsory pur- 
chase; S sold parts of the land piecemeal; 
S had been concerned in companies and 
a partnership engaged in land dealing. 

This case once more underlines the diffi- 
culty of proving that a sale of property 
is a realisation of an investment when the 
sale is by a person or company who in fact 
deal in property as part of their trading 
activities; the scales are weighed against 
them. Thus §S in this case did, at least 
as part of his business activity, deal in 
property—how to persuade the Revenue 
that, for this land, the situation was 
different? In the same way a contractor 
who has, again as part of his business, 
bought and sold land and property, will 
find it very difficult to persuade the 
Revenue that a particular sale was not just 
one more piece of trading activity. It is 
therefore doubly important for such per- 
sons and companies to make clear in their 
accounts from the outset if any property 
is being held as an investment and not 
as trading stock; to retain any evidence 
that shows the property was being held as 
an investment, for example offers to pur- 
chase which have been rejected; and, in 
the case of a company, to make sure that 
among the objects of the company referred 
to in its memorandum of association there 
is a power to invest—it is difficult for a 
company to argue that a sale is a sale of 
an investment if it has no right to hold 
investments. 


A Safety Prosecution 


A CASE which does not need any under- 

lining of its moral has been reported 
in the Journal of the Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Accidents. 

A workman on the floor of a building 
under construction was using a pneumatic 
drill. Two other men near him were about 
to move some scaffolding and the drill 
operator noticed that the compressed air 
tube for his drill would get in their way. 
He therefore stepped back to move the 
tube and fell down a hole measuring 29in. 
by 56in. to a depth of 9ft. and died 
immediately. 

Under the Building Safety Regulation 30 
“every accessible opening in a roof or in 
the floor of a building, working platform, 
gangway or run, through which any person 
is liable to fall a distance of more than 
6ft. 6in. shall be provided with a guard rai! 
or rails of adequate strength to a height 
of at least 3ft. above the edge of such 
opening, together with toe-boards up to 
a sufficient height, being in no case less 
than 8in., and so placed as to prevent so 
far as possible the fall of persons, materials 
and tools through the opening”; alterna- 
tively the hole may be covered up. 

The employers here were prosecuted and 
pleaded guilty. Attention was drawn to 
the unfortunate fact that falls are the most 
serious risk on building sites and many 
deaths are caused by failure to observe 
Regulation 30. From further evidence it 
was clear that work had begun again on 
the site on the day of the accident, some 
months after the first stages of it ceased; 
at that time the hole had been fitted with 
a guard-rail but its absence when work 
resumed had been noted but no steps had 
been taken to rectify the deficiency. 

The contractors were fined and will no 
doubt be faced with a claim for damages 
for breach of their duty to the workman 
concerned under the Safety Regulations. 
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MINISTER PROMISES HOUSE-BUILDERS 
SUFFICIENT LAND 


Record Year for Private Enterprise ? 


‘PEAKING at the annual dinner of 

the Federation of Registered 
House-Builders in London last week, 
the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, Mr. Henry Brooke, said 
that in this crowded island he could 
not promise cheap building land, but 
he could promise enough land even if 
it were not always exactly where the 
client or the builder would best like it. 


“We cannot. in- 
crease the size of 
our island,” he said. 
“My task, along with 
the local planning 
authorities, is to 
make sure that green 
belts are preserved, 
that the beauty of 
the countryside and 
the coast is not ir- 
revocably spoilt, and 
yet that there is 
enough land available 
for all the new houses 
and schools and 
roads and _ factories 
and power stations. 

“Not only is our 
population _increas- 
ing, but prosperity 
is naturally leading 
hundreds of  thou- 
sands of people to 
want a better house, 
and probably a house 


of their own. It is The President 
no wonder that 
builders have been 


buying up land before they actually require 
to build on it, so as to have it in stock. 

“*My business is to see that there is no 
waste of land, and that there are no arti- 
ficial shortages of land in some places 
through development plans falling out of 
date. As you know, I have asked planning 
authorities, where there are signs of short- 
age of building land, to re-examine their 
plans and to review their densities and to 
make sure that no land well suited for 
building remains unused. 

“High land prices have good effects as 
well as bad. They discourage wasteful use 
of land such as we have known in the 
past and cannot afford. They encourage 
people to look more closely at the possi- 
bilities of buying up old areas of towns 
covered with obsolete buildings and put- 
ting up modern buildings in their stead.” 

Earlier in his speech the Minister said 
that the number of houses completed by 
private enterprise in 1960 looked like being

higher than in any year since the 1930s. 
This seemed likely to carry on into 1961 
because 137,500 private enterprise houses 
had been started in the first nine months 
of 1960—12,000 more than in the corres- 
ponding period of 1959, 

“For houses of all kinds in Britain I 
hope we are going to top the 300,000 mark 
again by the end of the year,” continued 
Mr. Brooke. “If anything stops us it will 
be the atrocious weather.”

He added that a great part of the 
country outside the big cities would have 
entirely got rid of its slums within the 
next year or two. That particular need 
for housing would disappear. But there 
were plenty of other needs, including the 
fact that something like 100.000 new 
houses were required annually to provide 
for the increase in population and the 
rise in the number of households. 


Federation’s Progress 


Proposing the toast of “Her Maiesty’s 
Government,” the president of the Federa- 
tion, Mr. E. R, Bowyer, said that they 
were grateful to the Minister for his con- 
stant encouragement of their movement 
for sound standards—both in design and 
construction. 

“We can claim some progress in both 
these matters,” he stated. “In design there 
has been an appreciable increase in the 
number of private houses which are archi- 


U.K. GROUPS TO BID FOR VOLTA DAM 


HREE British companies — Taylor 
Woodrow, Parkinson-Howard and 
Stirling-Astaldi— are to tender for the 
Volta River dam project in Ghana. They 
are among more than 20 groups whose rep- 
resentatives have recently been attending 
meetings at Accra, at which information 
about the scheme has been given by the 
Government and the American consultants, 
Kaiser Engineers. 

The dam and power station project is 
expected to cost between £60m. and £70m, 
and the contract is likely to be awarded 
n2xt April. A lake of 3,500 square miles, 
200 sq. miles larger than the Kariba lake, 
will be created by the dam which is to be 
built at Akosombo, 64 miles north-east 
of Accra, The total cost of the scheme, 
including compensation, resettlement and 
preparatory work will be about £300m.

“In construction an increased nu 
housebuilding firms have registered’ ae 
year—in the order of 10%. Although this 
progress is still too slow for our liking 
we are determined that the public shajj 
show its preference for soundly constructed 
houses duly certified under the National 
Housebuilders Registration Council, 

“This Council clearly appreciates the 
need for greater publicity. It has called 
for increased fees—one of the objects 
being to help the public to become more 
fully aware of the advantages to be gained 
under the scheme of Registration and 
Certification. 


Pressing Problem 


“As the Minister is well aware—oyr 
most pressing problem is the growing 
shortage of land for housing. Without the 
land now urgently needed in the next year 
or two, people will not get the houses they 
want and incidentally, but of secondary 
importance, some of us will go out of 
business. 

“The Federation’s views are well known 
to the Minister—who has shown great 
understanding of this problem. We have 
noted with appreciation—his circular to 
all planning authorities—in respect of the 
review of development plans. Now, we 
urge our members to follow this up with 
the planning authorities. The need is 
vital—the areas of land are severely 
limited—but we must ensure firstly—that 
it is not wasted or wrongly used and— 
second!y—that it is not refused for 
development—through sheer ignorance of 
the need—or from the over-zealous and 
negative planners. We ask for positive 
and constructive planning—not to be met 
by negative refusals ad lib. 

“I sometimes doubt whether the authori- 
ties are really aware of the tremendous 
desire that exists for people to own their 
own homes, or appreciate that the number 
who do so is rapidly increasing. 

“Having further regard to this problem 
of land, we hope to see private enterprise 
playing a much greater part in the business 
of urban renewal and we look to the 
Minister for encouragement in this matter. 
Further, we know the Minister has the 
new towns development very much at 
heart, and we urge him to remember the 
great need of would-be home-owners in 
new towns and see that the private house- 
builders are given a fair chance to meet 
this need.” 

Guests at the annual dinner were wel- 
comed by Mr. Harold Ford, senior vice- 
president. Sir Hugh Casson, vice-president 
of the Royal Institute of British Architects, 
responded. 


WIMPEY’S TO INSTAL NEW 
ROLLING MILLS 


A £440,000 contract for the installation 
of rolling mills at Richard Thomas and 
Baldwin’s new Spencer Steelworks at New- 
port, Mon., has been awarded to George 
Wimpey and Company Ltd., who will be 
working in association with the United 
Engineering & Foundry Company of Pitts- 
burgh, U.S.A. 

The work involves the complete 
mechanical installation of three mills: a 
45in. x 80in. 2 High Universal Slabbing 
Mill, a 22in. and 60in. x 68in. 4 High 4 
Stand Tandem Cold Mill, and a 224in. and 
60in. x 68in. 4 High Temper Pass Mill. 

The equipment comprises 10,000 tons 
of heavy plant and is being manufactured 
in the U.S. by United Engineering 
Foundry Co. It will be shipped to New- 
port dock from where it will be hauled 
7 miles to the site at Llanwern. 
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REBUILDING THE JOHN LEWIS STORE 
IN OXFORD STREET 


Operational Problems on Restricted Site 


O rebuild the recently opened John 
Lewis department store at Oxford 
Street, London, intricate planning was 
necessary in order to complete the 
work at speed while at the same time 
maintaining sales space and uninter- 
rupted service to the shopping public. 
The £34 million building was therefore 
erected in succeeding phases, the prob- 
lems of operating on a restricted site 
in one of the most congested streets 
in London requiring considerable fore- 
thought and detailed organisation, 
especially as building operations at 
advanced stages had to be co-ordinated 
with the store’s preparations for put- 
ting the various phases into service. 

Most of the original store, built in 1935, 
was destroyed by enemy action in 1940, 
While the temporary single-storey shop, 
built under licence in 1947, had provided 
the company with valuable selling space 
during the development period, its main- 
tenance involved further problems for 
solution. Vital circulation between the 
public stream of Oxford Street and new 
selling space as it became available in the 
depth of the site was maintained by tem- 
porary bridge and tunnel devices adapted 
from time to time to the changing opera- 
tional situation. 

The only area available for immediate 
development, which would not prejudice 
the business situation, was the south-west 
corner of Oxford Street and Old Cavendish 
Street. It was there also that contact 
could be made with the existing steel- 
framed vehicle dock building and the re- 
instatement and completion of that section 
was included in the first operation. 

In order to release other sections of the 
site for subsequent operations it was neces- 
sary to include in the first section of re- 
building some elements which, in the con- 
text of overall planning, would have been 
more satisfactorily included in later phases. 


Perfection had, however, to be sacrificed 
to expedience. 

The remaining two-thirds of the site 
was organised in three main operations, 
corresponding largely with the main fire 





September, 1940. It supplied heating for 
all existing buildings on two island sites 
and, therefore, had to be kept operational 
until replaced by new plant. The new 
boiler compartment restricted to a posi-

divisions. In some respects phasing had 
much influence on planning of fire division 
walls. 

The original boiler house at basement 
level along the Holles Street frontage had, 
with its flue, survived the incident of

tion which produced difficult foundation 
problems arising from its relation to exist- 
ing foundations, was put in hand during 
the currency of the first operation and 
was completed before the disposal of the 
East Island site. Generally, the remain- 
ing phases took the 
form of building 
southwards from the 
1935 building, finish- 
ing finally on Oxford 
Street this Septem- 
ber. 


The building with 
its total of 8,000,000 
cu. ft. comes within 
the provisions of sec- 
tions 20 and 21 of 
the London Building 
Acts and as a depart- 
ment store is treated 
as a high fire risk. 
The whole of the 
structure is of grade 
I standard, that is, 
designed to  with- 
stand majer_ struc- 
tural damage for a 
period of four 
hours. 


Division walls of 
the full height of the 
building form five 
main divisions which 
are, for fire purposes, 
virtually five separate 
buildings within each 
of which are organ- 
ised by horizontal 
separation secondary 
compartments of 
capacities of about 
250,000 cubic feet. 
Main division walls 
consist of double 
steel - framed _ brick 
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panel walls, the two leaves of which form 
what is, in effect, a minor division 
through which ventilation, electrical and 
other services, parcel chutes and so on pass 
vertically for their full height. The 
double division walls have also made pos- 
sible the housing of the complicated 
double rolling steel shutters and their 
gearing of the maximum permissible size 
within the total depth. Horizontal divi- 
sions between secondary compartments 
consist of floor slabs containing a minimum 
thickness of 5in. reinforced concrete. All 
structural steelwork is encased in concrete 
having a minimum cover of 24in. to pro- 
vide a four-hour standard of protection. 

Means of escape is provided by eight 
staircases having a total width of 46ft. 
and enclosed by walls of four-hour resist- 
ance with access openings protected by 
rolling steel shutters and hardwood smoke 
doors. Four of the staircases, distributed 
for fire-fighting access, are approached 
through ventilated lobbies at each floor 
and are taken up to discharge on to flat 
roofs. 

The apparently clear passage vertically 
through fire floors of the central group of 
escalators has been achieved by a per- 
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selling departments by goods lifts, parcels 
chutes and conveyors. 

The town planning authority’s request 
for the provision of car parking came as 
a late planning requirement. All of several 
solutions for horizontal parking at high 
and low levels were unacceptable to the 
shop management. The sites of 7-10 Old 
Cavendish Street which were originally 
excluded from the company’s holding were 
purchased and upon the area of 70ft. x 
50ft. six storeys of parking for 66 cars 
serviced by two car lifts were planned, to- 
gether with storage of cycles and other 
two-wheelers. 


A public restaurant of about 6,000 sq. ft. 
is in the south-west corner of the second 
floor, serviced from a kitchen at that level 
in the original vehicle dock building. A 
staff dining room repeats on the third floor 
the arrangement of the restaurant and 
kitchen below. 


Administrative offices, board room, etc., 
are distributed according to relationship 
with selling and other departments on 
fifth, sixth and seventh floors. 


Two banks each of four large passenger 
lifts deal with journeys up and down from 


North well on the ground floor with daylight ceiling 


mitted inclusion in the three-storey-high 
central compartment of two lobbies at 
basement and third floor which are cut 
off from the remainder of these floors by 
fire walls and rolling steel shutters. The 
composition of this important element, the 
shop’s main vertical circulation, is such 
that it is open to wide angles of views 
both horizontally and vertically. 


Internal Planning 


A total of approximately 220,000 sq. ft. 
of sales area is disposed on the major parts 
of the basement, ground and first floors. 
In view of the probability of frequent 
changes in layout no attempt was made to 
plan specifically for each selling depart- 
ment. Floor area as unrestricted as pos- 
sible and capable of adaptation to changing 
needs has been provided. 

Approximately 60,000 sq. ft. of stock 
area is on principally sub-basement and 
basement levels with a proportion on the 
sixth floor. 

A vehicle dock in Old Cavendish Street 
provides for heavy inwards and outwards 
traffic at ground level and is serviced by 
six goods lifts. An hydraulic lift conveys 
small vans from the ground level dock to 
subsidiary loading and unloading bays at 
basement and sub-basement. A goods re- 
ceiving department is at basement level 
beneath the vehicle dock and in the sub- 
basement there is a packing and parcel 
assembly section which is connected to all 


ground floor in the north-west and south- 
west of the site, where they are comple- 
mentary in position to the main block of 
escalators in the east-central compartment. 

The central group of escalators consists 
of eight 4ft. wide units connecting base- 
ment to third floor arranged in cross for- 
mation to give continuity of flow in up 
and down directions. By a careful study 
of the relationship of the escalator units 
in an open floor well it has been possible 
to avoid the cumbersome detail junctions 
generally associated with this kind of 
installation. 


Services 


The new building is equipped through- 
out with a warmed air inlet and extract 
ventilation system. Air cleansing is by 
electrostatic dust precipitation. Heat loss 
correction and background temperature is 
provided by perimeter heating coils. 

Air distribution produced a major prob- 
lem for solution in conjunction with that 
of the siting of air conditioning and ventila- 
tion plant. A full consideration of all 
factors, including always that of phasing 
of operations, led to the solution of divid- 
ing the total installation between two 
plant rooms at sub-basement and one at 
high level extending east-west across the 
site. Main air distribution is by large 
horizontal ducts below sub-basement floor 
level and by vertical shafts in association 
with fire division walls, Secondary distri- 
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bution is by metal trunking housed jp 
restricted depth of suspended ceiling . 

The standard of ventilation set befo 
the war was raised considerably for poe 
war building with the result that the Sta y 
dard floor to floor height of 13ft. arising 
largely from 80ft. height of buildings limi 
of the London Building Act was found t 
be a source of difficulty. The maximum 
depth of space available in suspended 
ceilings, that is, 28ft. 6in. of the total 
storey height of 13ft., had to contain floor 
finished structural slab and beams, Ceiling 
construction and the complex of ventila. 
tion trunking, sprinkler installation and 
electrical services. 

Two electrical transformer sub-stations 
operated by the London Electricity Board 
have been incorporated at basement level] 
on the east and west of the site, Supply 
is taken from these through electrical 
switch and plant rooms to electrica] rising 
ducts heated to serve each of the main 
fire divisions. The rising ducts contain 
all ‘electrical services with access com. 
partments at each floor level. Hori- 
zontal service is by sheet steel ducting laid 
under timber boarded floors with one drop 
in each structural bay for services to 
ceiling spaces under, 

The whole of the building is protected 
by an automatic sprinkler system for 
which water supply is taken independently 
from two separate public mains. The 
system is divided into 11 self-contained 
installations controlled by three groups of 
valves. 

Heating for the building is provided by 
three high efficiency packaged oil-fired 
steam boilers running on 90° second fuel 
oil, each having a capacity of 10,000Ib. of 
steam per hour. The fuel is stored in two 
11,000-gallon tanks complete with electric/ 
steam outflow heaters, duplicate oil pumps 
and electrically tracered circulation mains 
to the fuel pick-up points of each boiler, 

Primary heat distribution is through 
steam/water heat exchangers which serve 
the low pressure hot water heating system 
and ventilation heater batteries. 

Cast-iron hospital type radiators and 
Panelite embedded in the structural floor 
have been used to offset fabric heat losses, 
water being circulated through the dis- 
tributing pipework by five sets of centri- 
fugal pumps complete with stand-by equip- 
ment. Electronic thermostatic control is 
provided for each zone, with outside com- 
pensation on the radiator/Panelite circuits 
to regulate the flow temperature in accord- 
ance with fluctuations in the external tem- 
perature. The air heaters on the venti- 
lating systems are supplied with water at 
180°F from the boiler house, each heater 
battery having its own thermostatic con- 
trol system operated by thermostats in the 
return air duct system. 

The hot water service requirements are 
met by five 1,000-gallon steam-heated hot 
water storage calorifiers, each being pro- 
vided with additional coils to utilise steam 
from the condensate being returned from 
the non-storage type calorifiers serving the 
heating system. Advantage is also taken 
of the heat made available from the in- 
cinerator, which incorporates a _ water 
heater coupled to the storage vessels. 


Consultants and Contractors 


Slater and Uren, F./F.R.1.B.A., were the 
architects for the building. The struc- 
tural engineers were Hurst, Peirce and 
Malcolm, M.M.I.C.E., and the quantity 
surveyors, Rider, Hunt and _ Partners.

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NEW BUILDINGS FOR THE FIRE RESEARCH 
STATION, BOREHAM WOOD 


HE Joint Fire Research Organisa- 

tion, which until recently operated 
in a number of outdated and over- 
crowded buildings on a site at Bore- 
ham Wood, Herts., is now housed in a 
group of modern buildings, opened last 
week by the Minister of Science, Lord 
Hailsham. 

The vital need for this expansion is 
related to the fact that in recent years 
there has been an average annual loss of 
about 700 lives and £24 million in material 
resources from fire. 

Claimed to be the largest and best 
equipped organisation of its kind in the 
world, the Fire Research Station employs 
a staff of 136. The Organisation was set 
up in 1946 by the D.S.I.R. and the Fire 
Offices’ Committee, with which are asso- 
ciated fire insurance companies. Part of 
its work is the study of building materials 
under fire conditions to obtain basic data 
for the design and protection of struc- 
tures. This knowledge will help to control 
the development and spread of fire, and 
the work is being used in the revision of 
building bye-laws, and in the advice given 
to architects, contractors and local authori- 
ties on appropriate types of structure and 
materials. 


Laboratories 


The group of new buildings, opened by 
the Minister, comprises a_ three-storey 
block of offices and laboratories, two 
separate blocks housing 30ft. high work- 
shop type laboratories for hydraulics, radi- 
ation and chemical engineering research. 

The three-storey block is constructed of 
33ft. high precast concrete columns on a 
12ft. grid with in-situ hollow tile floors 
and roof spanning 18ft. with a flush soffit. 
The edge beams to the floor and roof slabs 
have a precast external facing which forms 
part of the structure of the beams. The 
facade is divided into a 4ft. module by 
non-structural precast concrete mullions to 
facilitate the subdivision of space 
internally. 

Metal windows with vitreous enamelled 
steel infill panels backed with asbestos 
fibreboard insulation, are fixed directly to 
the concrete mullions or columns and 
facing beams. The sill walls internally 
and also partition walls are of 44in. brick- 
work as this is found most suitable for the 
multitude of fixings that are required in 
walls of this type of laboratory. 

The workshop type laboratories are con- 
structed of precast concrete 3-pin frames, 
one single and one double forming the 
“butterfly” roof. Infill is of cavity brick- 
work, reinforced in the large panels, and 


patent glazing. The roofs are of timber 
joists covered with woodwool slabs and 
asbestos based mineral covered bituminous 


felt. They are lined with an asbestos 


fibreboard ceiling, using aluminium foil as 


an insulating backing. 

A 7,500 gallon concrete storage tank 
is built in the floor of the hydraulics 
laboratory to conserve water returned from 
hydraulic experiments. This tank and the 
basement lift motor room are both con- 
structed of 4,000lb. guaranteed strength 


paratus, hydraulic equipment, pumps, etc., 
as well as an exceptionally large gas supply 
and distribution system and a high voltage 
electrical sub-station. Other services in- 
clude a centralised hot water heating in- 
stallation to serve all the new and some of 
the existing buildings and compressed air 
supply from a new compressor plant. 

The provision of 11,000/415 volt sub- 


station of the outdoor type was an essen- 
tial requirement at the commencement of 
the development scheme, Capacity of the

concrete without a damp proof membrane 
as also are all the site service ducts, 

The finishes generally conform to 
normal Ministry of Works standards. 
4.5 mm lino is used on the floors of labora- 
tories and offices with in-situ grano flooring 
to the workshop type laboratories. The 
walls of offices are plastered; in the general 
laboratories the walls are of painted brick- 
work and in the workshop type labora- 
tories there is a 10ft. 3in. high dado of 
cement glaze with facing brickwork above. 

The engineering services on the site pro- 
vide the research staff with comprehensive 
facilities for their work, including such 
special plant as the wind producing ap-

supply is 500 kVA and this provides a 
415/240 volt, 3-phase, 50 cycles supply for 
all the buildings on the site. The sub- 
station forms a ring main unit on the 
Eastern Electricity Board’s distribution 
system, so giving ample safeguard for a 
reliable electricity supply. 

The gas supply is from the Eastern Gas 
Board’s storage holders on the perimeter 
of the site. Consumption on this site is 
unusually heavy because gas _ heated 
radiant panels are used to simulate the 
effect of buildings in flames; consumption 
when at a maximum is equal to the 
demand of a small town. 

The water supply is from the Colne 
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Valley Water Co.’s main in Boreham 
Wood and provides water for research as 
well as domestic purposes. To avoid the 
danger of pollution in the feed-back a 
6,000 gallon circulation water tank was 
installed for storage purposes. 


Heating 


In place of the small and rather old 
sectional type cast iron boiler used for 
heating adjacent buildings, a high efficiency 
e©ompact design radiant boiler was installed 
in the same boiler house. This boiler 
ss oil-fired using 200 seconds Redwood 
No. 1 oil stored in two tanks and sufficient 
to give three or four weeks’ fuel supply. 
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The boiler is a fully modulating rotary cup 
burner, completely automatic and requiring 
no attendance apart from routine cleaning. 
The operation of the boiler plant is con- 
trolled, according to weather conditions, 
by thermostats. In the event of severe 
frost during the night or at weekends a 
safety device would automatically start up 
the boiler plant to provide just sufficient 
heat to keep the building warm. 

The methods used for heating were 


selected according to individual require- 
ments of particular buildings, for example, 
in the tall radiation and hydraulics labora- 
tories warm air heaters are used with the 
addition of radiant heating strips under-

RADIO EIREANN’S NEW TELEVISION 
BUILDING AT DUBLIN 


LLUSTRATED below is an artist's 
impression of the new television 
building to be erected on Radio 
Eireann’s 23-acre site at Montrose. 
Donnybrook, Co. Dublin. 

The building will be of reinforced con- 
crete construction with precast concrete 
columns and in situ concrete floors. Flat 
slab construction allows uninterrupted 
s2rvices throughout, The first floor will be 
clad in aluminium and the colonnade to 
ground floor gives covered external 
circulation. 


All internal partitions, ceilings, floor 
units, lighting and heating have been 
designed in units of 5ft. x 5ft. to allow 
complete flexibility in internal arrange- 
ments. 

The plan is developed around two main 
studios, one of 4,000 sq. ft. and one of 
1,700 sq. ft., both of which extend beyond 
the full height of the building above the 
first floor c2iling. 

The ground floor is devoted to functions 


which are directly connected with the 
studio floors. Actors’ dressing rooms and 
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neath the large expanse of hi i 

to offset the “cold radiation.” Tyelazing 
air heaters are supplied from the hot water 
system which is thermostatically controlled 
at the boiler house as a differentia] f 
the building temperature and the outside 
temperature, In the tall laboratory build 
ings 75 per cent. of the air heaters have 
individual thermostats controlled in groups 
of three heaters. 


In the main laboratory buildings radi- 
ators are also used and where laboratory 
benches are fitted, the heating units have 
been built into the furniture, 


Hydraulics 


The hydraulic system includes two high 
pressure pumps, one 1,000 g.pm. at 
280ft. head and the other 250 gpm, at 
360ft. head. These are used for testing 
equipment submitted by manufacturers, jn. 
cluding alarm valves and sprinkler systems 
They provide water supply under such 
conditions that they accurately simulate 
public water mains in various towns. 
These pumps are driven by 415 volt induc- 
tion motors with hand operated starters, 
In addition there is 400 g.p.m. 276ft. head 
in the models laboratory with automatic 
pushbutton starter, providing water supply 
for experiments in that building including 
fire hydrants. Water used in the models 
laboratory is nearly always polluted with 
burnt materials and, therefore, drainage is 
to an interception pit. 


In order to ensure that building 
materials used for certain experiments are 
at the required temperature and humidity 
a self-contained air conditioning unit has 
been installed to provide controlled con- 
ditions of temperature and humidity.

The new buildings were designed in the 
Chief Architect’s Division of the Ministry 
of Works by Mr. O. P. Carver, A.R.I.B.A., 
senior architect, and Mr. M. D. Mitchell, 
A.A. Dipl.

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COMPLEXITY OF ARCHITECTS’ COMMISSIONS 
President’s Appeal to Official 


T would be a sad day for this Island 
I] Kingdom if preservation of the 
past were to be regarded as a more 
important principle than building for 
the future, said SiR WILLIAM HOLForD, 
president of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects in his inaugural 
address given at the Institute last week. 


“In looking towards this future, our 
most important partner in building enter- 
prise is certainly the client—both public 
and private--who has the will to build 
and the resources to build and the intelli- 
gence to call to his side the right combi- 
nation of skills to translate his loosely 
formulated requirements into reality,” he 
continued. 

“The whole architectural profession 
knows that this ideal client exists, and 
accnow euges the fact with deep grati- 
tude. But he does not exist in very large 
numbers, as the Pilkington Report has 
shown only too clearly in terms of com- 
parative remuneration over the working 
life of a number of professions. Architects 
were at the bottom of this list. 

“Not only is the ideal client infrequent, 
but the average client usually requires a 
wider range of services from his architect 
than he did 50 year ago. What is even 
more significant is that these services are 
spread over a longer period of time. 
During that time overheads run on and 
a loyal design staff stands by. This is 
not necessarily the client’s fault. All 
organisation in a highly industralised and 
democratic society tends to become more 
complex; and we are a long way from 
Xanadu, where ‘Kubla Khan a stately 
pleasure dome decreed.’ Poor Kubla to- 
day (and he might not be an individual 
any longer, but a corporation or a trading 
company) would need planning permission 
first and he might not find it easy to get 
it. He might have to find a developer 
who would take a building lease from the 
landowner, finance the pleasure dome and 
rent it to him when built. There miglit 
be delay in this if permission were de- 
pendent on other domes being included 
in a comprehensive scheme; or if Parlia- 
ment decided that even _ occasional 
pleasure domes were too frequent or had 
no export value, and asked for a Royal 
Commission. 

“And Kubla’s architect (whether private 
or official) would have to advise him on 
loan sanctions, prepare half a dozen 
alternative designs, correspond with the 
Edwardian Pleasure Group and the Anti- 
Dome League, fight for a subsidy on the 
number of habitable dwelling units pro- 
vided, and on tne ‘abnormals’, give evi- 
dence at public inquiries, satisfy the Royal 
Fine Art Commission, advise on the type 
of contract, and then after years of in- 
decision, produce working drawings and 
full Particulars at a month’s notice, so 
taat a firm-price contract, without varia- 
tions, could be let forthwith. 

“That would not be the end of the 
matter. In tne course of construction a 
horrified Kubla would ring up to say that 
the Anti-Uglies were holding a mock 


uneral in front of the pleasure dome and 
what should he do? 


Appeal to Clients 


“Kubla Khan, of course, was a purely 
mythical personage; but his relations are 
not unknown in the British Isles. I have 
ment:oned him to illustrate my point that 
commissions are no longer simple and 
autocratic, but administratively complex; 
and also as an introduction to two 
examples of the way in which that com- 
Plexity could be reduced, and a waste 


of professional talent avoided. On both 
of these we are appealing to our official 
clients in the friendliest way possible to 
discuss the matter with us. 

“The first example is competition by 
tender—the methods now adopted for 
securing competition by developers and 
their professional advisers, to rebuild cer- 
tain key areas in the centres of towns and 
to pay a ground rent for it. 

“The R.I.B.A. has organised archi- 
tectural competitions for a very long time. 
The basic principles are that the condi- 
tions of competition should be the same 
for all competitors and binding on them, 
and that the name of the assessors and 
the method of assessment should be 
known at the outset. These stipulations 
have in fact passed into the code of prac- 
tice for international competitions as 
approved by the International Union of 
Architects—-the body who are about to 
hold their Sixth Congress here in London 
next July. 

“Without these safeguards there is 
likely to be considerable waste and frus- 
tration of effort on the part not only of 
the architects who prepare plans, perspec- 
tives and models, but of the professional 
advisers on finance, surveying, valuation 
and engineering, and of the development 
company itself. 

“This was why we _ invited 
authorities to discuss remedies; 
think we were right to do so. 
suggestions we made may not. be 
altogether correct or complete. In par- 
ticular we may not have given sufficient 
emphasis to the importance on the one 
hand of having combined professional 
expertise in the drawing up of the original 
programme, and on the other of having 
a thoroughly realistic and integrated 
scheme—economically and architecturally 
—between the developer and his architect. 
Both these suggestions were implied, but 
may not have been sufficently stated. We 
should welcome further discussion on this, 
both with the authorities and with our 
sister professions; and in particular the 
advice of the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors, if they are willing to 
give it. Our main object is to ensure 
that these competitions are fair, produc- 
tive, and not too wasteful in terms of 
professional skill and effort.” 


Sir William said the second matter on 
which they were appealing to local 
authorities was the appointment of chief 
architects wherever there was a big build- 
ing programme to be carried out by or on 
behalf of the authority. 


“We hope that we shall have the good- 
will of all our professional colleagues in 
this, as we know we have that of the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment,” he stated. “The efficient admini- 
stration of building requirements can 
seldom be achieved by a committee, nor 
by officers with other over-riding respon- 
sibilities and memorable architecture 
never. But this is what is badly needed 
if the centres of our towns are to be 
rebuilt and if the urban scene is to regain 
something of its former quality, despite 
the traffic explosion which is occurring 
everywhere, and the mechanical invasion 
which is creating a complication of piped 
and cabled services that the 18th century 
never knew.”

Sir William then turned to the archi- 
tects’ partners the engineers—civil, muni- 
cipal, structural and mechanical. 

“In my own experience—and I have 
worked with engineers for most of my 
professional life—I have noted a signifi-

cant fact,” he said. “Wherever there is 
collaboration between architect and engi- 
neer on a common problem involving de- 
sign, calculation and construction, friction 
quickly disappears. It exists only where 
working collaboration has not taken place, 
or is forced by some administrative 
arrangement onto the unwilling or the 
incompetent. I also believe that the 
mutual respect which responsible profes- 
sionals owe one another in a_ tech- 
nological system which grows more 
specialised every day, could be comple- 
mented by closer definition of each other’s 
aptitudes and by a greater willingness to 
play an advisory role where the major 
executive responsibility belongs to a 
colleague. 

“Architects, for example, are used to 
calling in engineering consultants on the 
design, structure and equipment of build- 
ings in which human considerations are 
dominant—by which I mean the way 
the building is used, its social and 
biological requirements, its appearance as 
a symbol, or as part of an urban or land- 
scape setting. 

“Conversely, engineers in charge both 
technically and administratively of large 
construction programmes, can and should 
call in the architect to advise on the 
human and landscape aspects of their 
work—and are frequently doing so— 
without relinquishing their major respon- 
sibility for plant and machines, which they 
understand far better than we do, and 
which often determine—sometimes a long 
way in advance of actual construction— 
the general form and programme of build- 
ing. 

cencthetein, as the Electricity Genera- 
ting Board is showing in the nuclear sta- 
tions at Berkeley, Bradwell and Hinkley 
Point and in coal-fired stations such as 
Marchwood and High Marnham, the 
architects’ contribution, though modest 
can be significant, all the way from first 
considerations of massing, to the last 
section of perimeter fence. New genera- 
ting stations—and even switching stations 
—will, we hope, provide further evidence 
of its value. This is not a case for power 
politics, which has never been a weapon 
in the artist’s armoury and should not be 
used by the technician. It is simply a 
question of whether the architect has a 
contribution to make, and if so, how to 
establish the terms of co-operation in 
which it can best be made. 


Motor Road Problem 


“This has been in our minds during the 
recent controversy on motor roads. Mr. 
Frederick Gibberd showed very clearly in 
a paper he read here at a joint meeting, 
that as these roads penetrate the built-up 
areas they become more and more of an 
architectural problem. Traffic engineering 
then becomes part of the planning of 
buildings, of car parking and garaging in 
all its forms, of street blocks and of com- 
plete sectors of towns, and this in turn 
introduces the control of land use, valua- 
tion, policing and management. _ If archi- 
tectural and town planning advice is left 
out of this combined operation, even 
though it may neither initiate nor direct 
it, the gain in one form of circulation 
will be cancelled by the loss in others 
and the obiect of all journeys into the 
town made less attainable and less worth- 
while. 

“In our job as advisers on building and 
building developoment—in all its forms— 
our constant problem is to work towards 
better solutions through the actual facts 
of the case. This is necessary most of 
all in our relations with the  build-

ASSOCIATION 


Site-Servicing by Direct Labour Increases 


HE Scottish Special Housing Asso- 
ciation is big business by any 
standards. Its latest annual report for 
the year ended March 31, 1960, shows 
that it has completed over 51,000 
houses and has assets worth over 
£85 million. 
When it was set up in 1937, the purpose 
of the Association was to assist in over- 


coming the housing problem which 
existed in what were then called the 
depressed areas of Scotland by supple- 


menting the housing efforts of the relevant 
local authorities and relieving them of 
some of the rate burden that municipal 
housing entails. The main emphasis of 
the Association’s programme is, however, 
now changing to the provision of houses 
for over-spill population from Glasgow 
and the re-development of cleared central 
areas in Glasgow, Clydebank and similar 
towns. 


Work Declining 


The latest report indicates that the 
Association’s work, although still consider- 
able, is declining. The number of houses 
completed in the last financial year at 
2,804 was the lowest for over ten years 
and marks a steady decline since the 1953 
peak of 5,182. More significantly, the 
number of houses under construction fell 
by nearly 700 during the year. 


As well as financing the construction 
of houses, the Association runs a large 
direct labour organisation which accounts 
for roughly 50 per cent. of its housing out- 
put. The decline in the Association’s 
housing activities is reflected in its direct 
labour department where the labour force 


has fallen to 900 compared with the 1953 
peak of just over 2,000. 

But the cut back in direct labour work 
has been largely confined to  house- 
building and, no doubt to the dismay of 
Scottish civil engineers, the site-servicing 
work carried out by direct labour rose 
appreciably in the last financial year to a 
figure of £447,544, an increase of £170,000 
over the previous year. 

It seems that it is the practice of the 
Scottish Special Housing Association to 
carry out practically all its site-servicing 
work by direct labour in contradistinction 
to its policy on house-building, where half 
the work is let to contract. Certainly in 
the case of site-servicing work no com- 
metitive tenders are invited where the 
work is carried out by direct labour. 


Unsatisfactory 


This is an unsatisfactory position. There 
seems no reason why the Association 
should be able to insulate its direct labour 
activities from the thrust of competition. 
It may well be that the Association is run 
efficiently—the overhead figures quoted in 
the report would seem to bear this out 
but this is no reason for denying the ex- 
tremely efficient and competent contractors 
operating in Scotland the opportunity to 
compete. 

There is also the question of the in- 
disputable decline in the Association's 
activities overall. It is now shifting its 
field of endeavour to the new towns, such 
as Cumbernauld, presumably having solved 
most of the urgent social problems for 
which it was created. There is perhaps a 
danger that it may strive to outlive its 
usefulness and that some more funda- 
mental re-thinking may be necessary. 


ESTIMATORS’ PRESIDENT FORECASTS BUSY 1961 


BUSY coming year, with difficulties 

in supply of materials and labour, 

was envisaged by Mr. Kenneth Hill, 

president of The Institute of Building 

Estimators, when he addressed the 

Institute’s annual general meeting in 
London recently. 

These difficulties, he believed, would 
inevitably have an effect on prices, but 
would, to some extent, be offset by the 
continuity of plant and the full employ- 
ment of the labour force. 

He could well imagine, Mr. Hill said, 
that those companies who specialised in 
road building in the future might include 
on their staffs a political commentator to 
advise them whether the Government was 
likely to undertake 10 major road schemes 
in one year or one major road scheme in 
10 years. 

“It would help considerably our efforts 
to reduce prices,” he continued, “if the 
Government were to announce a pro- 
gramme and stick to it. At present the 
fluctuations are so great that at one time 
there is a desperate shortage of machinery 
and a few months later there are vast 
dumps of it rusting away. 

“A firm programme for roads which is 
adhered to would benefit both home and 
overseas business. Such a programme must 
not have gaps in it. A continuous supply 
of work is necessary for both men and 
machines if costs are to be kept down.” 


Housing 


Speaking on housing, Mr. Hill said: “We 
have now reached the position where the 
number of houses being built fully occupies 
all the available labour and absorbs practi- 
cally the full amount of materials that can 


be produced—two facts which militate 
against price reduction. Additionally, 
there is also the shortage of land. In this 
connection we hear a lot about speculators 
pushing up the price of land, but in fact 
the real culprit was the-Town and Country 
Planning Act of 1947. This Act was 
responsible for official valuations of land 
far in excess of that accepted before. It is 
my experience that once prices go up they 
rarely come down again, and this has 
applied in the case of land. The abolition 
of the pernicious Development Charge (why 
not be honest and call it development tax) 
was too late. Owners of land now had 
official valuations of their property at many 
times what they had previously considered 
it worth and, being human, they dug their 
toes in and refused to sell for much less. 
As for speculators, well, there are dealers 
in land in the same way as there are dealers 
in potatoes, dealers in metals, dealers in 
rubber or any other commodity. 


Institute Membership 


“To revert to more domestic affairs I 
see that the membership of the Institute 
has increased by 13 per cent. in the past 
year. I would like to see this figure 
considerably increased next year. We won’t 
set targets, but having done well, we'll try 
and do better. We must not be satisfied 
until all the real estimators in the country 
have joined our ranks. As you know, we 
demand a high standard of ability and a 


necessary degree of experience before 
a person is considered fit to become a 
member. Nevertheless, we consider that 


not only should the best estimators all be 
with us in their own interests, but they 
should be with us in the interests of the 
building industry and of those who will 
ultimately succeed them as the years pass.”

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REDEVELOPMENT OF URBAN AREAS 


President Looks at Some of the Problems 


oo a planning point of view 
there could hardly be a more 
interesting and perhaps perplexing time 
than the year which unfolds before 
us,” said Mr. Rowland Nicholas, C.B.E., 
city engineer and surveyor of Man- 
chester, in his presidential address 
given recently to the Town Planning 
Institute. ; 

“The effects of an increasing population 
and a progressive increase in numbers of 
families, has produced a greater need for 
building land in many areas than was 
generally envisaged at the time when our 
development plans were being made. This 
fact, coupled with the very laudable and 
determined attempts to maintain green 
belts and to limit inroads into valuable 
agricultural lands, is creating scarcities 
which are, in many areas, affecting de- 
velopment land values. 

“However, the fact that houses for 
renting are not available, and a _ rising 
standard of living, make more and more 
people willing to become house owners. 

“It is evident that as these influences 
continue, the developer will find it 
economically attractive to turn his atten- 
tion to the redevelopment of areas which 
are at present occupied by low density 
dwellings, built at the time when large 
families predominated and when there 
was no serious problem. In our circum- 
stances this is a most desirable trend. 

“Many of our larger urban areas con- 
tain substantial parts which were de- 
veloped at extremely high densities some 
60 to 100 years ago, much of which either 
because of the nature of the original con- 
struction or because of inadequate main- 
tenance is now ‘slum’ dwellings. In any 
case, even if they had been well main- 
tained, no doubt most of them would 
now be classified as ‘sub-standard’. 

“As we know, the redevelopment of these 
areas, which is now our most urgent social 
requirement, is dependent on the avail- 
ability of lands into which part of the 
overcrowded population can be moved. 

“Unfortunately, the rapid movement 
which is required in the early stages of 
this process has not been properly appre- 
ciated. Experience has shown that the 
movement which could be attained by the 
desirable expansion of nearby small towns 
is generally delayed by drainage and other 
service problems or by local prejudices 
which have to be allayed. Also, un- 
fortunately, there has been no adequate 
continuity in the provision of New Towns. 
The failure to meet the problem has 
resulted in an official encouragement to 
accept higher densities in redevelopment 
than most planning authorities have pre- 
viously thought desirable. 


Overspill Problem 


“I can speak with feeling on the over- 
spill problem, for in Manchester we have 
some 58,000 slum dwellings, a waiting list 
of 9,000 families, and a net annual in- 
crease of 1,000 families, after allowing fo1 
voluntary migration. A further 50,000 
terrace dwelling will require replacement 
from 1980 onwards. 

“We have been prepared to undertake 
infilling development in _ surrounding 
towns, and we have on two occasions 
endeavoured to obtain approval for the 
development of a large-scale overspill pro- 
ject of New Town dimensions, involving 
the responsibility for paying the 60-years’ 
subsidy on the dwellings we would provide 
for Manchester families and all the risks 
that might arise in laying out sufficient 
industrial and commercial areas for the 
full needs of the ultimate residential popu- 
lation. This is no time to weary you with 
a long catalogue of the difficulties with 
which we have been confronted. Suffice 


it to say that when we ought to be pulling 
down slum dwellings at the rate of at 
least 4,000 a year, we are in the present 
year building only 1,085 new dwellings. 
I would not attempt to lay the blame, 
but looked at objectively the overall result 
can only be described as a _ planning 
tragedy which, unfortunately, is having 
the most serious effects on large masses 
of working people in the city. 


Comprehensive Redevelopment 


“In the last few years, the speculative 
possibilities of central area redevelopment 
have been seized upon, and rebuilding 
projects are proceeding with such success 
that without some international calamity, 
an expanding growth of this form of 
redevelopment can be expected. 


“There is talk of comprehensive rede- 
velopment, but I wonder if there is any 
widespread appreciation of the fact that 
the city centres we must now build will 
have to be entirely different places from 
those which exist today. It seems to me 
that the need for comprehensive rede- 
velopment arises from the following 
factors: 

(1) To secure the removal, as far as 
possible, of the conditions which 
now exist where pedestrians and 
vehicles are inter-mixed and where 
consequently an increasing number 
of accidents will arise, involving loss 
of life and limbs, as the use of the 
motor-car continues to increase. 

(2) To encourage the fullest employ- 
ment of modern methods of building 
construction which can only be 
obtained where large sites are 
available. 

(3) To provide good standards of de- 
sign, i.e., daylighting, fire precau- 
tions, lift services, car parking, etc., 
which cannot be obtained by the 
single replacement of many of our 
existing buildings. 

“The motor-car is becoming more and 
more the accepted means of locomotion, 
and consideration is being focused on the 
provision of good working conditions for 
the black-coated worker. Presumably, 
good daylighting conditions and car park- 
ing space will become an essential means 
of securing the services of such, and 
indeed, other workers. 

“With these possibilities before us, 
surely our plans for at least the larger 
central areas should envisage that a more 
or less complete segregation of pedestrians 
and vehicles may be required in the future 
and our rebuilding projects should be 
designed so that this can be attained 
whenever conditions so require. A little 
thought will disclose that much could be 
done in this direction without any signifi- 
cant increase in costs at the present time. 

“Attempts to produce the comprehen- 
sive redevelopment which is essential to 
the future will involve a great deal of 
complicated negotiation and persuasion. 
Some general indication of the extent of 
the problems which will arise in Man- 
chester can be gleaned from the fact that 
very little of the central area property is 
owner-occupied, so that the problem of 
dealing with existing tenancies will in 
itself be involved and difficult. 

“T have read with considerable interest 


the R.I.B.A. statements on ‘Rebuilding 
Our Cities’ and on ‘Competition by 
Tender’. One of the difficulties we and 


our architect friends have to face is that 


in the end we have to satisfy the 
requirements of our clients. I make 
this point because I am _ sure _ that 


where development is to be used for 
private purposes, too much time should 
not be spent on producing detailed three- 
dimensional redevelopment proposals until 
one has full information on what the 
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building developer wants to do,

Competition by Tender 


“Just a brief word on competit; 
tender. My authority has Dems eam by 
in this nefarious activity. In the hums 
of any other redevelopment projects oon 
which a firm idea of the market shee 
of central area sites could have been 
obtained, the method of competition by 
tender was the only way in which the 
appropriate market value could be deter 
mined. The schemes which have been 
offered have of course been determined 
by the client, that is the buildin 
developer, and preconceived three-dimen. 
sional ideas would sometimes have proved 
quite faulty. I am glad to say that s 
far as my own authority is concerned 
acceptance of the highest tender has not 
been the deciding factor, and that every 
consideration has been given to the quality 
of the proposals, both from a planning and 
an esthetic point of view. 


Need for Urban Freeways 


“With a rising standard of living, how 
can we expect to control the growing use 
of the motor-car? When people earn 
more money they naturally expect to ob. 
tain some additional advantages as a 
reward, be it television sets, washing 
machines or motor-cars. 

“Obviously, the extent to which the 
motor-car is used must depend on the 
cost involved and how much the user can 
afford. Parking meters and off-street 
parking charges may have some controlling 
effects until the standard of living rises 
so that the costs involved become less 
significant. There must come a time when 
the capacity of our urban radial roads 
may also prove a controlling factor, but 
in the meantime all possible alternative 
routes through subsidiary roads will have 
been brought into use at peak hours. This 
use carries with it fearful risks to pedes- 
trians and particularly children. 

“All this is upon us, and there is no 
further time for delay in the provision of 
urban ‘freeways’ or roads which will have 
no cross-traffic either vehicular or pedes- 
trian and no building frontages with access 
of any kind thereto. 

“I believe that it may be found that 
the provision of two or three radial ‘free- 
ways’ and an intermediate ring ‘freeway’ 
in large conurbation areas may so relieve 
the existing main road system that the 
vast improvements which will have to be 
applied to this system may be deferred, at 
least for some few years. This possibility 
can only be confirmed by conurbation 
traffic surveys. Such a survey was under- 
taken in the Manchester area in May of 
this year and the complicated process of 
classifying the traffic movements disclosed 
by the survey will be completed early in 
the new year. 


London Problem 


“London of course presents a special 
problem, with its elaborate public trans- 
port systems, and the tremendous cost 
wkich an overall improvement of the 
existing main road system would entail, 
but I believe it may be found in London, 
as in other large urban areas, that there 
are large falls in property values behind 
the main road frontages and that a number 
of new ‘freeways’ could be developed at 
much less cost than might be expected. 

“I do not believe that the future motor- 
car problem can be ignored in London— 
although I must confess that I am in 
favour of anything which might help to 
reduce the peculiar attraction of the 
Metropolis, and which makes people pre- 
pared to spend up to two hours a day 
travelling to and from work in uncom- 
fortable and overcrowded conditions.

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PRESTRESSED CONCRETE TAXIWAY AND APRONS 
AT GATWICK AIRPORT 


ONSTRUCTED in prestressed con- 
C crete, a maintenance area taxiway 
for the Ministry of Aviation and two 
aprons for private companies, are now 
in service at Gatwick Airport. 

Provision was made during the con- 
struction of the airport for the future 
extension of the maintenance area taxiway 
fom the south-east corner of the area to 
the east end of the runway, and part of 
the clay filling required for the taxiway 
had already been placed during the first 
contract. 

60ft.-Wide Taxiway 


The 60ft.-wide taxiway is made up of 
four sections; there are ‘three straight 
lengths, two 970ft. long and the third 
250ft. long, which are of prestressed con- 
crete; at the west end there is a right- 
angled bend constructed in 12in, thick 
concrete with dowelled longitudinal and 
expansion joints. ; 

Foundations for the prestressed sections 
of the taxiway are partly of clay and partly 
of hardcore and on this was placed a 
éin. layer of imported hoggin, The base 
for the prestressed pavement is of lean 
concrete, 4in. thick, on top of which is a 
lin, layer of sand. The 6in, thick pre- 
stressed concrete surfacing is laid on 
building paper faced with polythene. 

Concrete was laid in 15ft. wide bays 
which had ducts for transverse prestressing 
cables at 5ft. centres; holes were left at 
each longitudinal edge through which the 
7/l6in. diameter transverse cables were 
threaded. Each section was stressed longi- 
tudinally from both ends with no 
intermediate jacking; ducts were provided 
at 3ft. centres for the fin. diameter 
cables, The net working load carried by 
each of the longitudinal cables is 74,500lb. 
in each of the 970ft. long slabs, and 
20,000Ib, in the 250ft. slab; each transverse 
cable carries a load of 17,500lb. 

Frederick S. Snow and Partners, London, 
S.E.1, were the consulting engineers. The 
contractors were Turriff Construction 
Corporation, Ltd. 


Prestressed Concrete Apron 


Recently constructed in front of a new 
hangar for Overseas Aviation, Ltd., a 
prestressed concrete apron covers an area 
of 132ft. by 150ft. and is the first stage of 


a future apron of 240ft. by 500ft. which 
will be required when two further hangars 
have been completed. 

The subsoil is of clay, and hoggin was 
used for any filling required. A 4in. thick 
base of rolled lean concrete was placed 
and on this a lin, thickness of sand. The 
64in. thick concrete slab was laid on 
building paper,

The concrete was placed in strips 15ft. 
wide, cast between 7ft. 6in. wide edge 
strips which were laid about a week 
earlier. The slab was designed for a 
nominal,L.C.N. of 45 and the concrete was 
required to have a minimum 28-day cube 
strength of 6,000Ib. per sq. in. 

The slab was prestressed with l}in. 
diameter Macalloy bars, placed at 7ft. 6in. 
centres longitudinally and 6ft. 9in. centres

transversely. Short lengths of Macalloy 
bars were placed between the main bars 
at the edges of the slab to give a more 
uniform distribution of prestress. All the 
bars were wrapped before being cast in 
the slab to prevent bond. Sleeve anchor- 
ages were used to ensure sufficient cover 
to the concrete. The projecting screwed 
ends of the bars were greased and cased 
in concrete so that future extensions can 
be stressed on to the existing slab. 


One day after casting each 15ft. wide 
strip of concrete, a partial prestress was 
applied to the 150ft. length of the apron 
to neutralise shrinkage and prevent 
cracking. 

The approach track between the 100ft. 
clearance line and the apron is 100ft. long 
and 60ft. wide; it was constructed in the 
same way as the apron. The infilling slab 
and fillet at the junction of the two slabs 
is of 9in. thick dowelled unreinforced 
concrete. 

Architects for the scheme were P. and 
D. T. Myers, and the consulting engineers 
Donovan H, Lee and Partners. The con- 
tractors were J. Jarvis and Sons, Ltd. 


Another Apron 


A further prestressed concrete apron at 
the airport, for Transair, Ltd., has already 
been in service for some time. 

The 5in, concrete slab was laid on two 
layers of waxed paper on a base of lean 
concrete 3in. thick, the slab being placed 
in bays normally 15ft. wide, to the full 
290ft. length of the apron, Freyssinet 
cables were used for prestressing, each 
consisting of 12 wires of 0.2in. diameter; 
the cables were placed at 3ft. centres 
longitudinally and at 5ft. centres trans- 
versely. At the edges of the slab were 
precast concrete edge beams, through 
which the prestressing cables passed. 

A complete length of a bay was 
concreted in one day and on the following 
day three of the five longitudinal cables 
were stressed to prevent. shrinkage. 
Initially, alternate bays were laid; the 
transverse cables were then threaded 
through the transverse ducts formed, and 
sheathed across the remaining bays. Three 
days after all the concrete had been laid, 
the remainder of the longitudinal cables 
were stressed, followed by the transverse 
cables. 

The apron was extended at the north- 
west corner, after the main apron had been 
completed but before the stressed cables 
had been trimmed. The cables were 
lengthened using Gifford-Udall double- 
ended anchorages. 

Several months after the apron had 
been completed, a series of loading tests 
was carried out by the Road Research 
Laboratory. Most tests were made adjacent 
to longitudinal construction joints, as 
these were considered the weakest part of 
the apron; 1,000 applications of a load of 
19 tons on an 18in. diameter plate 
(equivalent to L.C.N.60) produced only 
slight spalling at joints. Repeated loading 
of 27.5 tons (L.C.N.100) produced cracks 
which closed after removal of the load. A 
single application of 69 tons followed by 
25 applications of 51.7 tons produced no 
cracks.

the aggregates, the cem nt and the mixing 
ional factor is the content 


As regards the aggregates the con- 
ceptions of modern concrete technology are 
based on the technique of dealing with the 
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ultra-fine particles, including dust extrac- 
tion, i.e., removal of the finest particles 
(under 0.08 mm or 0.10 mm size) which 
adversely affect the concrete, and separa- 
tion of the particles in the fine sand range 
into two or more fractions. On account 
of their large surface area, the fine sand 
particles under 0.10 mm bind the greater 
part of the cement paste. The particle 
size fractions in the range from 0.10 mm 
to 8.00 mm—which according to the 
current Austrian Standard Specification 
are designated as very fine sand, fine sand 
and coarse sand—are of major importance 
to the quality of the concrete. The 
particles over 7.00 mm in size, i.e., in the 
range of fine and coarse gravel, are only of 
secondary importance. 

The relevant investigations have shown 
that a uniform grading and therefore a 
uniform cement requirement for constant 
water/cement ratio, as well as the required 
strength, density and elasticity of the con- 
crete, can be obtained if the aggregates are 
added in so many separate particle size 
fractions that segregation can no longer 
occur within any one particular fraction 
and that variations in the granulometric 
composition are no longer of decisive im- 
portance. Experience in connection with 
the construction of concrete carriageway 
surfacings has shown that this requirement 
will be fulfilled only if the ratio between 
minimum and maximum particle diameter 
in the individual fractions does not exceed 
1:8 for sand and 1:4 for gravel. 

Soon after these fundamental facts had 
been established, the Austrian construction 
industry attempted a classification, i.e., 
separation of the particles into different 
sizes, by various methods. With the tech- 
nical equipment available at the time, how- 
ever, it was not possible to solve this 
problem satisfactorily. 

An important advance was made by the 
introduction of Rheax elutriating plants, 
which operate according to the counter- 
current principle, whereby the requisite 
scientific classification in the fine particle 
range, in conjunction with simultaneous 
dust removal in one operation, could be 
accomplished economically. With such 
plants it is possible to achieve the large- 
scale classification of the decisively im- 
portant fine sand range, and to make the 
lower limit of the particle size separation 
coincide with the borderline between the 
valuable very fine aggregate particles and 
the deleterious dust. In this way the con- 
struction industry was satisfactorily able 
to remove the dust from natural sand- 
gravel soils. and to determine the limits 
of separation in such a manner that not

Correctness Confirmed 


Check tests carried out on samples taken 
from finished concrete surfacings have con- 
firmed the correctness and effectiveness 
of the fine sand classification procedure. 
Contracts for the supply of aggregates 
accordingly provide for separation of the 
material into five particle size fractions, 
namely 0.1-1.0 mm, 1-3 mm, 3-7 mm, 
7-15 mm, and 15-50 mm. The same aggre- 
gate grading is employed both for the 
top-course and the bottom-course concrete 
of the surfacing, the only difference being 
that granite chippings of 7-15 mm and 
15-35 mm size are added to the concrete 
of the top course. The aggregates are, in 
part, washed and graded in our own plant 
and stockpiled until required for use. 

A large washing and screening plant was 
installed at Frainingau in Lower Austria.

These valley girders form the most 
interesting structural part of the building. 
From a design viewpoint, their depth was 
limited because of the clear height re- 
quired, and the specification called for a 
48ft. clear span with a 12ft. cantilever over 
the railway siding. The girders are made up 


from two Qin, by 3in. flanges top and 
bottom, with 2in. by 8in. and 3in. 
by 8in. struts. Splice plates Qin. by 
3in. are used at the joints of the 


flanges. The girders were fabricated using 
some 1,400 24in. diameter Teco double 
bevelled split ring timber connectors with 
mild steel bolts. 

Prefabrication of the 150ft. girders was 
carried out on the ground. They were then 
hoisted into position by two 40ft. jib 
cranes, the tenon on the top of the 2lft. 
high posts fitting between the flanges of 
the girders. Initially it was anticipated that 
this operation would be extremely diffi- 
cult but in point of fact it was found to be 
quite simple. 

The roof of the building consists of 
fairly conventional 30 degree pitch trusses, 
using mild steel bolts and Bulldog round 
toothed plate timber connectors to B.S. 
1579. Spaced at 12ft. centres, the trusses 
span the 50ft. between the warren girders 
to which they are fixed by angle cleats. 
Here again, as in the case of the girders, 
it was found to be more ecconomical to 
hoist and erect the trusses by means of 
the 40ft. jib crane. 

Finally 7in. by 2in. timber purlins are 
fixed to the trusses at 4ft. 6in. centres to 
accommodate Big Six asbestos sheeting and 
corrugated filon roof lights. 

The overall cost of the building proved 
to be very economic. To ensure that main- 
tenance costs remain negligible, all the 
timber used in the construction of the 
shed has been pressure impregnated with 
Celcure preservative. 

The building was designed and erected 
by the timber engineering department of 
Gabriel, Wade and English, Ltd., in con- 
junction with their consultant engineers, 
E. W. Gifford and Partners, Southampton, 


Part Two describes the structure of the 
school. The opportunity was taken in this 
project to design, in collaboration with the 
contractors, a new system of pre-cast con- 
crete components which would be a useful 
iddition to the choice of systems available 
to local education authorities. 

Part Three deals with cost and provides 
in example of the use of the techniques 
already described in Building Bulletin No. 
+ (Second Edition). The special objective 
given the development Team—which 
included the nominated contractor—was 
to design a structural system 20 per cent. 
cheaper than any comparable system. 

The bulletin contains a large number of

“\ THAT do you think of this little 
lot?” George, my assistant, 
demanded. 

The “little lot’ consisted of a very 
thoroughly wrecked pipe bridge the lattice- 
work structure buckled and torn; a collec- 
tion of twisted pipes looking like the 
entrails of some wounded monster. Pieces 
of lagging covered the ground. In the 
middle of the tangle stood the culprit. 

She was a three-ton mobile crane, now 
looking sadly penitent: the damaged jib 
head dipped low, and wearing, ironically, 
a battered sign of sheet metal, torn from 
the side of the bridge. There were some 
printed words on it, and I could make out 
the warning: “HEADROOM 13FT.” 

Nobody had been hurt very much, and 
yet despite the surrounding activity of the 
factory, the scene was strangely silent and 
melancholy. Some wisps of steam curled 
from a broken joint, and a thin trickle of 
water dripped to the ground. I turned to 
George. 

“All right—let’s have it,” I said. 

“I got here about 10 o'clock,” said 
George, “and I went straight over to the 
job.” 

“We're still doing that small extension 
at the end of the by-products plant?” | 
asked. 

“Yes. The men were going back with 
the crane to the stock yard to pick up 
some more steel when this happened. As 
you can guess, there was one hell of.a flan 
for several minutes until the works peonle 
got the steam and other services shut off, 
and then we took a breather and started 
to sort out the mess.”

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his training at our own works driving 
school, and he had a pretty shrewd eye, 

We couldn’t do any more for the 
moment, so our team set to work—with 
client’s assistance—to clear the roadway 
By the following morning things were 
pretty well back to normal.

As we approached 
the bridge I carefully studied the level of 
the ground. , 

“Did you notice you were travelling 
slightly downhill at this spot?” I asked. 

“No—I hadn't been this way before, | 
stopped just about here to lower the jib.” 

We walked forward about 15 paces, 
“You would have judged the height of the 
bridge at that point, and lowered the boom 
to suit?” 

“Yes—but my eyesight’s all right,” Alf 
declared. 

“I'm quite sure it is, Alf, but this was 
an optical illusion. You see, when you set 
the jib, you were already tilted forward. 
Now here—as you get close to the bridge 
the ground levels out and at full reach the 
head would go up about two feet. You 
didn’t check again as you went under?” 

“No,” said Alf, “but I was certain the 
jib would clear easily. I reckon you must 
be right about what happened—but you 
can see it’s very deceiving.” 

“Of course it is,” said the foreman, “and 
that’s the reason why we tell you to have 
somebody to guide you when there’s any 
doubt about the headroom.” 

All too often we are wise after the event, 
but at least we do try to profit by our 
mistakes. It is now a strict rule for mobile 
cranes to be escorted where there is any 
risk of overhead collisions, and if the tra‘fic 
is likely to be heavy, we fix a gauge at both 
sides of the obstruction—each with a 
clearly visible warning notice.

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SAFETY OFFICERS FOR CONSTRUCTION 
SITES 


Draft Regulations Propose Code for Safe Working 


NEW safety code for all workers 
fA engaged on building operations 
and works of engineering construction, 
wich requires the appointment of 
safety officers by many firms is pro- 
osed in the Construction (General 
provisions) Regulations,* a_ statutory 
draft of which has been published by 
the Minister of Labour, Mr. John Hare. 


These proposed regulations impose re- 
quirements for the protection of persons 
employed above and below ground, and 
replace some of the Building (Safety, 
Health and Welfare) Regulations, 1948. 
They also provide than all prime movers 
and other dangerous machinery, whether 
driven by power or not, shall be securely 
fenced, and that it shall be an offence to 
sll or hire such machinery which is not 
so fenced. 


Safety Officers 


The safety officers are defined as being 
persons experienced in such operations and 
works to which the regulations apply, and 
to be suitably qualified to carry out certain 
duties. These duties include the giving of 
advice on the observance of the safety re- 
quirements for the protection of the 
persons employed, exercising general 
supervision of such observance, and pro- 
moting the safe conduct of the work 
generally. 

All contractors or employers who have 
more than 50 workers employed by them 
on the types of work specified in the 
regulations, whether or not these people 
are engaged on the same site, or are all

rise to unevenness. Experience gained to 
date bears this out. 

The evenness of the finished surface is 
checked by means of a straightedge or with 
special measuring devices, e.g., the Plano- 
graph. Until quite recently, tolerances of 
4mm on testing with a 4 m long straight- 
edge have been permissible, but now the 
maximum depression must not exceed 3 mm 
under a 5 m straightedge, and this maxi- 
mum must not occur more than once in 
one and the same straightedge length. 


Quality Tests 


The whole concrete-making process is 
under constant supervision, which begins 
with testing the cement on arrival, in order 
to ascertain that it complies with the re- 
quirements of the relevant Standards. As 
for the aggregates, their moisture content 
is determined several times a day. The 
object of this is to take account of the 
natural moisture of the aggregates in deter- 
mining the amount of water to be added 
at the mixer, so as to ensure that the speci- 
ied water/cement ratio is at all times com- 
plied with. At each construction site, 
local laboratories are established for 
regularly exercising the prescribed control. 
subsequent checks are obtained by testing 
cores taken from the finished carriageway. 


Prestressed Concrete Surfacings 


Besides the normal and well-known form 
of surfacing construction, two experi- 
mental sections of prestressed concrete 
surfacing have been constructed near 
Salzburg. Over a length of 800 m the two 
Carrlageways were prestressed by different 
systems. A feature common to both forms 
of construction is that the longitudinal 
Prestress is not produced by means of 
tables or other longitudinal tendons, but 


at work at any one time, are under the

Demolition 


Contractors who carry out demolition 
work will also have to appoint a competent 
person, experienced in such operat:ons to 
supervise the work, none of which will be 
undertaken without prior consultation with 
that person, Precautions to be taken to 
avoid risk of collapse are set out. 

The regulations prescribe measures to 
be taken to ensure safety of working 
places, of works involved in excavations, 
shafts and tunnels, on the construction of 
cofferdams and caissons or in dangerous or 
unhzalthy atmospheres. These include the 
provision and maintenance of safe means 
of access, the daily inspection of exca- 
vations, and adequate ventilation. 


Lifting Appliances 


Also published at the same time are 
the Construction (Lifting Operations) 
Regulationst. These impose requirzments 
about the construction, us2 and _ ex- 
amination of all lifting appliances, gear 
and tackle, to ensure the protection of 
workers who employ them on building 
operations or works of engineering con- 
struction. 

Every lifting appliance, all its parts, as 
well as the plant and equipment utilised 
for anchoring or fixing such appliances 
must be properly maintained and inspected 
at least onc2 a week. Provision is also made 
for ensuring stability of lifting appliances.

by means of prestressing wedges. No 
transverse prestress has been provided. The 
Swiss BBRV system was used on the 
south carriageway, while the Bauer- 
Leonhardt system was used on the north 
carriageway. 

A very close check was kept on these 
experimental sections by a special team 
from the technical universities of Vienna 
and Graz. The test programme comprises 
measurements of stress and displacement 
of the finished surfacings, and concrete- 
technological investigations. The  pro- 
gramme of tests and measurements has 
not yet been complete, so that the results 
are not yet available. Both prestressing 
systems were found to be highly sensitive 
to temperature variations. The stresses 
actually obtained were found in some cases 
to exceed or to fall short of the specified 
values, a fact which means that the pre- 
stressed surfacing calls for very particular 
care in its construction. 


Bridges 


Owing to its routing along the northern 
foot of the Alps, the Vienna-Salzburg 
motorway has to cross a large number 
of valleys emerging from the mountains, 
so that—in contrast with motorways run- 
ing through more low-lying country—a 
great many large bridges and valley cross- 
ings (up to 500 m in length) had to be 
built. 


During the construction of the motor- 
way the building of solid natural-stone 
bridges or concrete bridges faced with 
stone was abandoned in favour of rein- 
forced concrete bridges. Only in a few 
cases have steel superstructures been em- 
ployed for bridges or viaducts across 
valleys. As there was a fairly large 
number of structures which, on account 
of the similarity of the conditions with

Rules for the use of cranes specify that 
they may only be erected under super- 
vision of a competent person, and driven 
by trained people. No one under 18 years 
of age may be allowed to give signals. 

This is the first occasion on which com- 
prehensive legal requirements about the 
safety of workpeople have been applied to 
the civil engineering industry. The building 
industry has had similar laws since 1948,

BRITISH ROAD TAR 
ASSOCIATION’S ANNUAL DINNER 


Over 300 members and guests, including 
representatives of various Ministries, 
Government departments, local authorities 
and allied organisations, attended the 
annual dinner of the British Road Tar 
Association, held at the Grosvenor House 
Hotel in London last week. 

Welcoming the guests, the president, Sir 
Henry Jones, M.B.E., referred to the work 
of the Asscciation which was “going pretty 
well.” A large part of their activities was 
technical and he expressed their apprecia- 
tion of the close liaison which existed 
with the Road Research Laboratory. 

The ambition of the Association was to 
get more roads built in this country, said 
Sir Henry. He hoped that future genera- 
tions would live to see mueh greater pro- 
gress than he had during the past years.

which they had to comply, did not have 
to differ significantly from one another, 
these structures were standardised or were 
built with precast members. The majority 
of the bridges, however, had to be indi- 
vidually designed and constructed, and for 
these prestressed concrete was very often 
employed. 


Special mention must be made of two 
particular constructional features; namely, 
the provision of transition slabs and the 
construction of the carriageway surfacings 
on bridges. The repeatedly observed fact 
that the backfill behind the abutments of 
bridges cannot be so perfectly compacted 
as to ensure that no settlement will occur 
in course of time led to the provision of 
transition slabs at these points, i.e., rein- 
forced concrete slabs which are con- 
structed at the same time as the bridges 
and which have the function of ensuring 
a transition froin the rigid bridge structure 
to the embankment adjoining it. Such 
slabs, which are installed at all the bridges 
on the motorway, are placed at such a 
level in relation to the bridge that the 
carriageway surfacing can be continued 
without interruption over these slabs. The 
transition slabs prevent subsidence of the 
carriageway and the formation of “steps” 
in the vicinity of the bridge abutment, thus 
ensuring smooth riding on these parts of 
the carriageway. 


For reason of uniformity, the carriage- 
way surfacing on the bridges themselves 
is likewise of concrete construction; in 
the case of the larger bridges, however, the 
surfacing thickness is only 12-14 cm in 
order to keep the dead weight of the 
bridge as low as possible. The concrete 
surfacing is kept separate from the under- 
lying structural concrete of the bridge by 
means of insulating materials applied to a 
cement screed layer.
